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THE GARDNER MILL, HASTINGS, MINNESOTA. 


HE Gardner mill at Hastings, Minn., 
has an interesting history. It was 
originally founded in 1855. The orig- 
inal buildings were erected by Steph. 

en Gardner in 1865. Of heavy stone con- 
struction, the basic plant served as a fine 
monument to his industry and foresight, 
and is likely to stand long after the present 
generation has passed away. Mr. Gardner 
was a man of exceptional business ability, 
far-seeing and courageous and of marked 
individuality. He has been credited with 
being the first miller in the United States to 
<7, the all-roller system of milling, as 
well as the real inventor of the traveling 
brush which so much enhanced the value 
and effectiveness of the middlings purifier. 

In the early seventies, before the mid- 
dlings purifier was perfected, the Gardner 
mill was one ofa group of three or four 
Minnesota mills which stood out conspicu- 
ously as the first to produce flour by the 
‘*new process’’ or gradual reduction system 
of milling. These mills had discovered that 
by gradually reducing hard spring wheat, 
the impurities might be eliminated so that 
from the middlings left could be made a 
flour superior in all respects to that pro- 


duced by simply grinding up wheat at one 
operation. The middlings at this stage of 
development in the new era of milling were 
purified by hand and the work of accumu- 
lating sufficient quantities for grinding was 
a slow and tedious task. The flour from 
these middlings, however, immediately 
created a sensation in the eastern markets. 
It was to this flour that the term ‘‘patent’’ 
was applied. Under the brand ‘‘ Vermilion, ”’ 
it eusily sold at $5 per bbl over ordinary 
brands, although this sounds fabulous today. 
The demand at once became greatly in ex- 
cess of the supply. Mr. Gardner was really 
in a position to exact his own price, and it 
is told of him that in one year on 10,000 
bbls turned out he profited $20,000. The 
‘*Vermilion’’ brand became famous, and 
it gave the Gardner mill a position in the 
markets which overshadowed competitors. 
The value of this favorable beginning and 
a policy of ever producing a quality of flour 
of the highest standard became traditional 
with this mill and hag been followed since. 
In 1880 Mr. Gardner was succeeded in the 
operation of the mill by Charles Espen- 
schied, his son-in-law. he latter was a 
most worthy successor of the sturdy pioneer, 


and in the ten years during which he bad 
the conduct of the business he made a most 
enviable record as a miller of broad and 
progressive ideas. He was liberal in his 
dealings with both customers and employees 
and indeed with all men. Mr. Espenschied 
is one of the few men, who having acquired 
a competence, becomes satisfied and willing 
to retire from active business life while yet 
in the prime of life. 

The late Otto Doebler succeeded Mr. Es- 
penschied and operated the mil! under lease 
until his death in July, 1897. Like his pre- 
decessors, found a money-maker in the 
mill and at bis death had become well to do. 

In the fall of 1897, the Gardner mill was 
leased by Seymour Carter, for many years 
with Taylor Bros., well-known millers of 
Quincy, Ill., he having latterly been the 
active manager of their large business. 
Thoroughly experienced in every detail of 
the milling business and a man of excep- 
tional business ability and acumen, Mr. 
Carter proved a most fitting successor of 
those who preceded him, and made a de- 
cided success of the operation of the mill 
the first year of his proprietorship. 

With a view to providing Mr. Carter with 


a larger capacity and a thoroughly modern 
plant to do business with, as well as to sat- 
isfy a commendable pride in wishing to 
give Hastings a mill equal in equipment 
to any in the world, Mr. Espenschied, the 
owner, has during the past summer expend- 
ed $50,000 in thoroughly rebuilding the plant 
and increasing its capacity to 1,000 bbls. 
The Edward P. Allis Co., of Milwaukee, 
Wis., was given the contract without.com- 
petition. Mr. Espenschied’s dominating de- 
sire was to a plant with every ap- 
pointment for producing a-flour of superior 
quality, at the smallest possible cost, and 
today these points seem to be fully attained. 
The mill is equipped with the full Universal 
bolt system. and is the largest mill in the 
northwest to adopt it. A full line of 8. 
Howes cleaning machinery was also intro- 
duced, as well as new waterwheels, boilers, 
etc. A complete electric plant for lighting 
purposes was also installed. The mill today 
thus stands one of the most complete.in 
every detail to be found in the northwest, 
and is in position under. the expert mapn- 
agement of Mr. Carter to make flour on-a 
basis to compete with all gomers.

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Our esteemed but shifty contemporary, the 
Modern Misprint, is now unpleasantly located 
between the devil and the deep sea. To pro- 
duce the skeletonized and niutilated filesof the 
Northwestern Miller would be to expose the 
gaping wounds made by the ruthless and 
piratical editorial scissors, and thus prove 
the truth of the charge made by us. On the 
other hand, to decline to produce them is to 
tacitly admit that they constitute conclusive 
evidence against the Misprint’s innocence. 
With characteristic shiftiness the Modern 
Misprint absolutely ignores the subject. No 
wonder that it finds the prospect unpleasing 
and refers to the matter asa‘ ‘tiresome contro- 
versy.’’ It has been no controversy, inasmuch 
as there was no question raised. Tiresome 
it has been, doubtless, to the Modern Mis- 
print, very tiresome; indeed, wearisome al- 
so, and wholly unsatisfactory; but the way 
of the transgressor is ever bard and our con- 
temporary cannot expect to prove an excep- 
tion to the universal rule. We have thee on 
the hip, most shifty of shifty coutempora- 
ries, but we forbear to press the advantage. 
Your sword-arm is disabled, and it would be 
ungenerous to take further advantage of 
your helplessness. Arise from the ground! 
go! Let this be a lesson to you—steal no 
more! 


Our foreign correspondent. Mr. Kings- 
land Smith, cubled us as follows iu reguid 
to the annual meeting of the stockholders of 
the Pillsbury-Washburn Flour Mills Com- 
pany, Limited, which was held in London 
on mber 2d: 

‘*Fifty-five shareholders present. The 


’ recommendation of the board of directors re- 


garding dividends was adopted. The report 
showed net profits of £96,870. Taking £7,049 
from reserve fund this pays interest on 
debenture bonds, preferred stock and incorz.e 
certificates. There was not much grumbling. 
A cable from Minneapolis officers was read 
estimating profits for the last three months 
to be extremely satisfactory. Shareholders 
expecting good returns this year. Noaction 
was taken on the McIntyre consolidation 
scheme. The chairman, answering share- 
holders, said there was something in the 
air, but nothing to submit to them, at 
present. In no case, he continued, would 
the board act without submitting full par- 
ticulars to shareholders for their approval. 
At a previous informal meeting some large 
stockholders favored the plan, but the ma- 
jority firmly opposed it.’’ 


Mucus interest is felt in the meeting re- 
ported in the foregoing, owing to the fact 
that the New York strikers for the illustrious 
McIntyre keep the lines busy with their 
shouts of victory, and it is said that the 
Wall street millers are buying up local 
stocks which would be daeceably affected by 
the success of the McIntyre plan. The 
downy promotor is himself on the bound- 
ing billow en route home, and during his 
enforced temporary separation froin the end 
of a telegraph wire, his faithful retain- 
ers of whom there be many both east and 
west, evidently think it a proof of loyalty to 
his cause that they should claim a complete 
victory for their distinguished chief. Ac- 
cordingly, they bave been wiring about the 
land announcing bis glorious triumph. It is 
difficult after reading the report of the meet- 
ing to discern upon what they base their 
claims. Nothing whatever was done there 
to advance MclIntyre’s cause one particle. 
At the preceding informal meeting, re- 
ferred to by the chairman, although it was 
suspected of being ‘‘packed,’’ and although 
a singularly significant change of mind 
was apparently undergone by one of the 
English officers of the company, the New 
York promotor was unable to stampede the 
meeting to his side. Hence there appears 
nothing to warrant the triumphal chorus of 
strikers, henchmen and hirelings, nor is it 
possible to discover how the undertaking is 
materially advanced by thus mis-stating 
facts and raising a false hue and cry. Per- 
haps it is intended to demoralize and fright- 
en the vigorous opposition which bas crys- 
talized in the west into a group as deter- 
mined to frustrate the McIntyre plan as the 
author himself is determined to carry it 
through. If so, the attempt will be a fail- 
ure, for the longer the plan is considered, 
the more fully does its innate weakness and 
impossibility develop. The performances of 
the McIntyre party strongly resemble the 
antics of the citizens of China when they 
pound the tom-tomsand raise Ned generally 
to frighten away the demon who obscures 
the sun during an eclipse. ‘This, however, 
is the way of the stock-broker as well as the 
Celestial, and the McIntyre scheme is noth- 
ing if it is not a stock-broking job from 
post to finish; suggested with an eye solely 
fixed on the promotor’s profit and carried 
forward with the true Wall street ring to it. 


Berore the Napoleon of Milling in- 
trusted his precious body and ponderous 
brain to the ship which has the honor to 
bear him hitherwards, and before the annu- 
al meeting of the Pillsbury stockholders was 
held in London, he deigned to cable toa 
New York friend two significant and Na- 
poleonic words, ‘‘We win!’’ ‘‘We. win’’ 
what? At poker, skittles, shuffle-board, or 
at the big game on the success or failure of 
which depends the future welfare of the 
milling trade? No one save the home-com- 
ing Napoleon really knew; but the brief 
message was sufficient to set all the strikers 
and retainers and hirelings at work and to 
stir up a tremendous tempest in a teapot. 
‘*We win?’’ indeed. To bluff, to still bluff 
and to keep on bluffing is the accepted tac- 
tics of ‘‘the Street,’’ aud naturally the fol- 
lowers of the Napoleon believe in it. Re- 
duced to a brief statement of facts, however, 
the chances of the author of the ‘‘We win"’ 
cable to bring off his grand enterprise do 
not appear to be particularly good, at this 
writing. Indeed, it would be a good ten-to- 
one-bet that ‘‘we lose’? would come nearer 
the mark. It is conceded that it is essen- 
tial to the success of his scheme that the 
coveted brands and the enormous plant of 
the Pillsbury-Washburn company should be 
in his control. It is possible that the pro- 
motor may obtain the backing of the large 
foreign holders of the stock and that he may 
capture the influence of the New York bank- 
ers. The key to the position, however, is 
in the hands of the Pillsbury-Washburn 
people in Minneapolis, the vendors of the 
plant, whose names are upon its product, 
who operate the mills, control the out- 
put and manage the business. Without 
exception these are firmly and unalter-

ably opposed to the scheme and can- 
nut be coaxed, flattered, bribed or bought 
into disposing of their rights and property 
in this manner. Pesides these, there is a 
strong and influential element in England 
composed of stockhulders and those who 
handle the mills’ product abroad. This ele- 
ment believes in the present management 
of the property and is Joyal to the com- 


pany. It cannot be flattered or bought 
_ acquiescence with the McIntyre 
plan. 


To gain control of this eg or 
without obtaining the support of this loyal 
contingent is to seize the shadow and let the 
substance escape. The su nee, we might 
add, would soon make itself into rather an 
active competition should the deal be forced 
against its wishes. 


Nor only is it impossible for the would-be 
Napoleon of Milling to get control of the 
Pillsbury-Washburn property, but he is not 
able and will not be able to gather in the 
two other properties in Minneapolis neces- 
sary to make his plan a success. We are 
aware that this will be denied by some, but, 
nevertheless, we believe it to be true. Even 
granting for the sake of argument that 
the gifted and energetic promotor could 
obtain the three large plants of Minne- 
apolis and the others outside of . that 
city which it is his ambition to consol- 
idate into one wild chaos of milling, he 
is even then far from being able to say. 
‘‘We win!’’ There is yet the public to deal 
with; the farmer whose wheat is to be kept 
down and the consumer whose bread is to 
be put up. All this talk about building up 
a huge trust in flour simply and solely to 
enrich some dozen or so of those who are 
in on the deal, at the expense of thousands 
who have no voice in the matter is surely 
stirring up a righteous public sentiment in 
the northwest which will show itself in legis- 
lation of a sort which will most effectually 
handicap such undertakings. At the first 
movement which looks toward this con- 
solidation and seems to promise success, 
a law will be introduced in the legis- 
lature of Minnesota which will make it ex- 
ceedingly hard to tie up Minnesota indus- 
tries band and foot and deliver them over, 
bound and helpless, to be the sport of New 
York stockholders. 


Tue mills of Minneapolis have been the 
pride of its citizens and the citizens of 
Minnesota. Their growth has been a 
part of the development of the city and 
state. The high and sustained reputation of 
their brands carried far and wide over the 
civilized world, has made for the good repute 
of the locality in which they are situated. 
Upon their continued and successful oper- 
ation directly depends the comfort and well- 
being of at least three thousand employees 
in mill, market, cooper shops and bag fac- 
tories; how many men, women and children 
are indirectly dependent upon them we can 
only estimate. Because certain remote New 
York mills, already combined into one, 
find it inconvenient and unprofitable to en- 
counter such competition as these mills 
afford, it is proposed to bring them into one 
and reverse nature by making the tail wag 
the dog. It is proposed to remove from its 
loval environment this splendid, active 
and living monument to the industry, en- 
terprise and ability of Minnesota’s great 
millers and make it a mere provincial ad- 
junct to a New York syndicate. It is pro- 
posed to recapitalize these plants and force 
them, in order to pay fixed charges, to in- 
crease their earning power thirty-three-and- 
a-third per cent. How? By reducing the price 
of wheat, through destruction of independent 
action in buying; by minimizing the pay of 
clerks, operatives and salesmen, many of 
whom have seen years of service and who 
have families to support; by taking away 
from many of these their positions alto- 
gether in the interest of false economy; 
by pushing up the price of flour through 
eliminating the healthy, natural compe- 
tition which now exists. It is proposed to 
take away the brands which have made 
Minnesota famous and distinctive and tie 
them to the tail of a New York stock job- 
ber’s kite. It is proposed to make it pos- 
sible for a New York dictator, when he 
tinds that there is too much Minnesota flour 
coming on the market to suit the conven- 
ience of the New York mills, to shut down 
these western plants and by one stroke of his 
pen throw thousands out of employment. 
It is proposed to remove from many mar- 
kets where they now constitute a growing 
ahd troublesome competition the brands of 
these great, thriving western mills. 


Ir is proposed to do all this and more. 
Those who dare stand in the way of this 
proposal must be either bought or killed. 
It is proposed to do this and more, to what 
benetit? Simply that the architect of the 
scheme may pocket several millions, his 
banking backers gain several millions more, 
and those who stand in with the plan may 
receive the full amount promised them as the 
price of their Judas-like betrayal. This done 
the consolidated atrocity may work out its 
future as best it can. Overburdened with a 
cipitalization created for the private purse 
of a few, it may stagger on and struggle to 
pay the fixed charges arbitrarily laid upon 








it as a result of a stranger’ s cupidity, or it 
can lay down and expire unable to meet the 
competition of outside honestly-organized 
plants.- It is proposed to treat an industry 
which provides bread even as the industries 
have been treated which afford transporta- 
tion. If the author of the ‘‘We win’’ cable 
thinks he can accomplish this plan in spite 
of the aroused public indignation which 
even its agitation has begotten, let the gen- 
tleman try it on. Meantime, the public 
should thoroughly understand the situation. 

There is no honest purpose to be accom- 
plished by this proposed undertaking, no le- 
gitimate economy in production, to needed 
and necessary curtailment in operating ex- 
penses, no extension of markets, no broader, 
wider, better or cheaper method of making 
or selling flour. The project is purely self- 
ish, and those who favor and urge it have 
either been bought with a price or are trying 
to unload at an extravagant figure properties 
which they have not the ability to manage 
successfully themselves. There is not the 
faintest ghost of a chance for such a consol- 
idation to legitimately prosper: the outside 
mills would eat it up within five years. The 
result to the milling trade would be disas- 
trous, as the artificial stimulus would cause 
the building of far more mills than are nec- 
essary to supply the trade. As an ultimate 
result, the great mills now being reached 
for by the Octopus would become a pile of 
unprofitable ruins, while the equally great 
mills which would go up outside the centers 
like magic as soon as _ the combination was 
made, would, in the end, feel the inevitable 
effect of overproduction and go into the 
hands of receivers. The Northwestern Mill- 
er, therefore, representing as it claims the 
true interests of the American milling trade, 
has no alternative but to oppose this scheme 
with all the force it can command. 


Nor long since the press dispatches in cer- 
tain northwestern daily papers, for some un- 
known and unaccountable reason, undertook 
to discredit the mixed-flour law by repre- 
senting Mr. Scott, the Internal Revenue 
Commissioner, as saying that it was a fail- 
ure and that there was talk of its being re- 
pealed or modified et this session of con- 
gress. Just why these press correspondents 
should deliberately falsify in this way is 
matter for conjecture only, but it is fair to 
assume, remembering the desperate and de- 
termined opposition to the bill manifested 
before its passage by certain purveyors of 
adulterants, that these same opponents of the 
bill are again in the field and have begun 
preliminary operations by gaining the large 
and wavy ears of the originators of the false 
dispatches. Certain it is that Commissioner 
Scott made no such statement as that credit- 
ed to him and that there will be no recom- 
mendation from him fora repeal of the law. 
The truth is that the law is working admi- 
rably, and while the revenue it produces is 
not large —approximating $20,000—it is am- 
ply sufficient to defray the expenses of its 
administration, which is all that was ex- 
pected from it. Eighty-nine licenses to 
make mixed flour have been taken out. but 
the vast majority of those who made it be 
fore the passage of the law have declined 
to be licensed, and have gone out of the 
business. ‘This is exactly what the friends 
of the law wanted,—that those who were not 
honest enough to brand mixed flour for 
what it was, should cease making it and 
selling it for pure flour. The law has been 
a thorough success and reflects credit upon 
its author, Congressman Tawney. It pro- 
tects the home consumer from fraud, the 
foreign buyer from trickery, and the milling 
trade from the demoralizing effect of dis- 
honest and unscrupulous competition. Any 
attempt to repeal it or modify it materially 
will meet with the determined and agressive 
opposition not only of the milling trade but 
of the consumers of flour, who now realize 
its full value. 


Recent cable advices from Russia indi- 
cate a condition of affairs among the peas- 
ants of that country which very nearly re- 
sembles that which obtained during the 
famine year of 1891. Then, as now, it was 
known late in the summer and early in the 
fall that the Russian peasants were tbreat- 
enec with famine, but as again, it was not 
until December that the true significance of 
the situation became os It was in 
its issue of December 4th, 1891, that the 
Northwestern Miller issued the first appeal 
in behalf of the unfortunate peasants which 
was made in America. The result of .the 
movement is a matter of history. By a 
singular coincidence, in its second issue for 
December, 1898, it again regretfully states 
that famine is once more imminent in cer- 
tain portions of the great Russian empire. 
It is cabled that the reports from the strick- 
en provinces grow gloomier every day; that 
Count Tolstoi has petitioned millers to cope 
with the distress, and that the Emperor of 
Russia has contributed balf a millon of rou- 
bles ($250.000) to the Red Cross in aid of 
the destitute. If the condition of affairs be 
as grave as the foregoing would indicate, 
unless the policy of the Russian government 
has changed since 1891. an Imperial ukase

that the reports are exaggerated, There 
may be famine in one part of the great 
empire and plenty in another part of it; 
and the area-of crop failure may be 
smaller than in 1891. If so, the Imperial 
governinent, after its previous experience in 
this line; will have no difficulty in relieving 
the distress. The present Emperor was the 
president of the relief commission during 
the scarcity of 1891 and doubtless is fully 
alive to the- necessity for action and the 
danger of delay. It is to be hoped that no 
such dire misfortune will again take the 
Russian people as that which befel them 
seven years ago; the condition of the 
peasants duriirg that terrible winter was 
such as to leave an indelible impression up- 
on the minds of any who may have visited 
Russia during that melancholy period. 


In response to requests made by several 
readers of the Northwestern Miller, we else- 
where publish something about the very silly 
law passed by the state of Wisconsin which 
seeks to forbid firms, corporations or per- 
sons not residents of the state from doing 
business therein, unless they pay the secre- 
tary of state twenty-five dollars and make 
that official their attorney to be served with 
summons in civil actions, the service to be 
the same as if it were had direct on mem- 
bers of ‘‘foreign’’ firms, as outside concerns 
are denominated in this precious law. A 
law of similar import was not long ago en- 
acted in Illinois, and shortly thereafter the 
secretary of state made sundry and divers 
bluffs at enforcing it, but, so far as known, 
his office force has not been overwhelmed 
with work on account of receipts and appli- 
cations from the ‘‘foreign devils.’’ Other 
and older states have tried the same game 
on the business world in the past, but it 
was uniformly found to be unsuccessful and 
impracticable, and the -law_ ultimately 
dropped into the innocuous desuetude of 
the dead letter type. All such laws should 
be resisted to the bitter end, and in states 
which insist on enforcing them, outside cor- 
porations and firms should absolutely with- 
draw rather than pay the tax demanded and 
submit themselves to such unjust restric- 
tious. Not only is the principle underlying 
such measures vicious and un-American, 
but if it were possible to enforce them, the 
practice would be exceedingly damaging to 
the state itself and dangerous in the extreme 
to the outside concerns who complied with 
the law. To admit service on the secretary 
of state to be the same as if it were bad 
upon the ‘‘foreign’’ firm is to open the door 
for the unlimited operations of the borde of 
shysters, litigants and claimants who hunger 
and thirst to get a whack at outside cor- 
porations. The proper place to serve legal 
notices of civil suits is at the home office, and 
the laws governing our courts are sufficient 
warrant that justice can always be had in 
apy state in the Union. To make it easy 
for petty rogues to sue and local shysters to 
profit by such suits is one of the objects of 
such laws. The merchant who exposes him- 
self to such prosecution is taking risks not 
warranted by the amount of his trade in 
the state, no matter how large it may be. 


Sucu laws as these are commonly known 
as ‘‘leg-pullers,’’ and are usually enacted by 
politicians, who, baving taxed and harassed 
their home enterprises to the very limit of 
their patience and ability, turn longingly to 
the non-resident in the hope that they can 
wring something more out of him. The 
country we are living in is the United States 
of America, a Nation with a big N. This 
has been settled and the theory of state 
rights has been exploded, at a heavy cost. 
A citizen of this Nation is in no sensea 
‘*foreigner’’ in any of its states, let him live 
and do business where he may. Commerce 
and trade between the states cannot be re- 
stricted nor can the citizen of one state be 
held up, robbed. and exposed to further rob- 
bery by the politicians and officials of an- 
other. Presumably, the rogues and poli- 
ticians of his own state have ‘‘pulled his 
leg’’ to the limit, before he ventured to 
cross its border; hence, so far as they are 
concerned, he has done his full duty 
and should be allowed to go free. 
It is a very serious reflection upon 
the intelligence and_ civilization of 
the people of a state when’ they per- 
mit such a law as this to be passed, but no 
community can be held responsible for the 
schemes of the predatory legislator with an 
eye for spoils; he is found everywhere. and 
neither Kansas nor Wisconsin nor Illinois 
nor Massachusetts have a monopoly of hin. 
Hence we should not blame the citizens of 
Wisconsin for this barefaced attempt to im- 
pose a tax upon legitimate commerce. If, 
bowever, such laws are insisted upon, the 
wise man will discontinue business in the 
state rather than submit to them, and a 
wholesale exodus of ‘‘foreign’’ firms and 
corporations from states wherein crank 
legisla'ion obtains, leaving tenantless office 
buildings and unemployed clerks and sales- 
men, to speak in eloquent protest against a 
narrow and pernicious interstate policy, is 
sometimes necessary in order to convince 
the legislative ‘‘leg-puller’’ and the covetous 
office-holder that they have overdone the 
thing.

Aside from 
hey through tariff all-rail rates made by the 
Soo road on the basis of 201¢c per 100 Ibs, 
Minneapolis to New York, reports are cur- 
rent that all-rail rates are being made a 
good deal lower than that. On export ship- 
iment they were stated to be as low as 18c to 
New York, with some question if as good 
could not be done on domestic flour. An- 
other move has been the issuing of a tariff 
by the Burlington & Northern which makes 
a rate of 71¢c Minneapolis to Chicago, on 
business destined east of the Illinois and In- 
diana line.

In ship- 
ping circles, the statement was given out 
today that it would not be hard to get a rate 
of 6c to Chicago, on eastern business. Rates 
are simply in utter demoralization, and 
without any apparent excuse. Shippers de- 
plore the situation, as it not cay inakes 
great confusion and uncertainty in the 
transaction of business, but they feel that a 
reaction is certain to come and that the 
railroads will then probably overdo the mat- 
ter by the adoption of extremely high rates.

= buyers, and, as far as heard from, the re- 
plies bear out ‘the general belief that sup- 
plies on hand are exceptionally low for this 
season of the year. From this is drawn the 
conclusion that trade during the remainder 
of the winter will be steady and of consider- 
ably larger volume than in other years. 

Henry Meyer, manager of the Rush City 
(Minn.) Roller Mills, was in the city yes- 
terday. The recent purchase of the Crown 
mill inRush City by Mr. Ramberg places 
in the hands of Mr. Meyer 300 bbls capacity, 
and not having a steady trade for all of the 
product, he has a few cars of a strong patent 
to offer the eastern trade. So far, Mr. Mey- 
er has not attempted to do any exporting, 
but expects to shortly undertake it. Joesph 
Sedinger, a Minneapolis miller, is in charge 
of both mills. 

An incipient fire discovered in the coal 
bins of the Northwestern mill Saturday 
evening, caused considerable excitement. 
The bins are situated immediately back of 
the mill, in the heart of the milling district. 
An alarm from that locality is always at- 
tended by a great deal of apprehension. In 
this instance, the flames were quickly ex- 
tinguished, and the light damage done was 
chiefly from water thrown by the fire depart- 
ment. The fire probably originated from 
spontaneous combustion. 

David Chidlcw, who has been employed 
to a greater or less extent by millers in 
chemistry work in connection with the test- 
ing of flour, was in Minneapolis last week. 
He announced the opening of an institution 
ir Chicago for the instruction of those de- 
siring to acquire a knowledge of the com- 
ponent parts of wheat and of approved 
methods of making practical tests of wheat, 
flour, bread, etc. He aims to make the in- 
stitute ~ not only one of value to bakers, but 
also to millers and all others interested in 
extending their knowledge of the technolo- 
gy of milling and bread making, and al- 
ready feels greatly encouraged in the under- 
taking. 

James I. Munoz, representing the Wasb- 
burn-Crosby Co. in Florida with headquar- 
ters at Jacksonville, was a guest of that com- 
pany for two days last week. He is in close 
touch with the situation in Cuba, and ad- 
vises the greatest caution by millers in at- 
tempting to sell flour in the island, as with 
the tariffs and currency systems unsettled, 
great risks are very apt to be taken. The 
only safe way to do business is with those 
who have reliable banking connections in 
the United States. While the greater part 
of the flour used in Cuba is winter wheat, 
Mr. Munoz thinks that it will not be a hard 
matter to educate the people up to a taste 
for spring wheat flour. The bread there is 
chiefly made by large bakers, and it ought 
to be an easy matter to demonstrate to them 
the advantages of spring wheat flour. 


CEREALS AND FEED. 


Cereal millers asa rule report business 
very good. Rye flour by some is found a 
little slow, owing to the high price that it 
is necessary to pay for the grain here. 

New corn has begun to move in this di- 


rection from the southwest, and much of 
that arriving is out of condition. More or 
less snow and ice bas got into it either

Millfeed has not been over ‘active during 
the past week, but has shown decided strength 
as to values at the mills. This is particu- 
lurly the case as to bulk stuff, bran leading. 
Bran in bulk is selling at within 50c ton or 
less of sacked, while 75c and $1 is the usual 
difference. This is due to bulk trade being 
active in such territory as Ohio, Michigan 
and Wisconsin, while the mills that can get 
out bulk feed most conveniently are the excep- 
tion. Though Boston prices are only about 
25c higher, Minneapolis quotations have 
been marked up about 50c. The low freights 
are responsible for the greater strength here. 
The condition of freights, however, is de- 
plored by most handlers, as they can de- 
pend upon no basis from week to week. 
Cheap transportation, nevertheless, has fa- 
cilitated the working of considerable bran 
for export, 1,000 tons being reported sold. 
At present prices, the east is not much of a 
buyer, the tendency being tc hold off. 
There appears to be considerable stuff in 
transit and at lake ports. some of it having 
cost as high as $14.50, Boston, but with the 
next four months of. winter weather, those 
who are long are confident of coming out in 
good shape, especially in view of the large 
production that has been absorbed during 
the past three months. They naturally de- 
pend upon the export market to do much 
toward sustaining prices. At the present 
time the mills are sold ahead on feed to an 
exceptional extent, and the contracts are 
with a comparatively few heavy operators. 
The current output is therefore largely in 
the control of strong men. This, of course, 
operates against the smaller dealers. Mid- 
dlings contiuue in less favor than bran, and 
are 75c to $1 per ton cheaper. Red-dog is 
steady and rather quiet. ere appears to 
be something doing for export most of the 
time, and that sustains prices. Today

Though receipts here have been heavy, a 
large quantity was drawn past us to Duluth 
by the generous premium to be obtained 
there for shipment before the close of nav- 
igation. The public stock was also reduced 
215,000 bus, leaving it at only 1,875,000, 
against 10,500,000 a year ago, 18,150,000 in 
1896, and 16,734,000 in 1895. The fact that 
recent storms have left roads in the country 
in good shape for neither wheeling nor 
sleighing, together with the tendency of low 
prices to deter farmers from selling, has cut 
down receipts at coutry elevators well tow- 
ard 50 per cent. Cars are still in light sup- 
ply, particularly in the north on the 
Great Northern road, and the elevator men 
are kept from getting the grain to the ter- 
minal markets as iast as they would like.

Certain of 
the foreign buyers have renewed the 


guarantee-shipment clause, which was 
agitated some time ago, and have noti- 
fied some of the Chicago concerns that they 
must insist that on and after certain days 

some of the letters naming a date of Dec. 3, 
and some of Dec. 7,—all flour shipments 
to the other side must be guaranteed that 
delivery be made to them at the stipulated 
time. Some of the shippers have for some 
time made most, if not all, of their sales 
on this basis. The trouble of export ship- 
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ments being made in a specified time has 
not been due to the ocean lines alone but in- 
stead to the inland lines, they being exceed- 
ingly anxious to get tonnage without any 
guarantee as to when it will arrive at the 
seaboard. As a rule, most of the delay has 
been occasioned by the railroads. There 
has not been as much complaint heard of 
late regarding the delay in shipments as 
was heard some months ago. 





CURRENT MAILS. 





A. S. Campbell, Austin, Miun: ‘‘ Business 
with us since September has been excep- 
tionally satisfactory; running full time and 
selling more than make. The only com- 
plaints we are getting is from customers 
who have flour ordered and cannot get it 
quick enough to suit them. Outside of this 
we are happy. The cereal business, espe- 
cially in buckwheat, is good; but we are 
experiencing a little trouble in getting all 
the buckwheat we need. The most of it 
around here was frozen by the fall frosts; 
still we are taking care of all the orders we 
are getting.’’ 

C. E. French of L. Christian and Co., 
Minneapolis, Dec. 5: ‘‘We have passed a 
week of more bear talk to the square inch 
than has been current for a long time. The 
bears are thick around the wheat pit and 
sample tables here, and every letter from 
eastern flour jobbers predicts unheard of low 
prices for the near future. Yet, the week 
closes with a loss of only 4¢c in cash wheat, 
while the deferred options show an advance 
of a like amount. Clearances from the sea- 
board are larger than ever, and these same 
bearish eastern jobbers have sent us orders 
for mure flour than we could possibly make. 
Any one who can get any comfort out of the 
bear side under these conditions is welcome 
to it. Wedon’t believe there is any fresh 
money to be made on that side.’’ 

W. L. Harvey, secretary New Prague 
(Minn.) Flouring Mill Co: ‘‘We sold our 
output last week, sales being about equally 
divided between domestic and foreign mar- 
kets. Weare not very proud of the record, 
however, as prices were far from satisfac- 
tory. We have written our principal east- 
ern and foreign connections inquiring 
whether buyers had stocked up to the extent 
usual at this season of the year, and if, as 
a consequence, we could expect a dull peri- 
od. such as usually prevails about the first 
of the year. Those who have so far replied 
are of the opinion that stocks are unusually 
low and that buyers have pursued more of 
the hand-to-mouth policy in taking on 
flour than for a good many years. For this 
reason, they write, they expect to see a fair 
volume of business through what has usually 
been the dull period in former years, which 
is somewhat encouraging. Sleighing is 
good and wheat receipts are quite satisfac- 
tory, though many farmers continue to hold 
off and wait for better prices. Millfeed, es- 
pecially bran, is in good demand, at quite 
as high figures as those obtainable at any 
time on the crop.’’

AMERICAN MACHINERY IN FOR- 
EIGN COUNTRIES. 


[From Milwaukee Correspondence. } 


The growth of the foreign trade, the past 
year, of the Edward P. Allis Co. of Mil- 
waukee has been truly wonderful. The large 
trade of the previous jear with foreign 
vountries has already been doubled and there 
is yet almost a month of the year left. This 
business is mainly in the line of engines, 
mining machinery and milling machinery, 
and it is growing all the time. The ma- 
chines of the company go to all parts of the 
world and every shipment appears to bring 
new orders. The company made a very 
small beginning in 1894, but it was the seed 
that bas brought an abundant harvest. It 
consisted of a single shipment. There were 
three shipments of machinery in 1895, but 
in the next year the company did a large 
business in such shipments, and large as it 
was it was just about doubled last year. 
This year the business has been immense, 
and next year the company expects tw still 
further increase its foreign sales, 

The Allis company has shipped a large 
number of engines for electric railroad and 
lighting work to many of the +e cities 
of Europe. It bas even invaded Sheffield, 
the seat of the British steel industry, and 
has filled large contracts for engines in 
London and Dublin. It sends mining and 
milling machinery to South Africa, Aus- 
tralia, Central America, South America and 
Mexico. There is at this time a shipment 
of milling machinery on its way to Val- 
paraiso, Chile, and one of mining machinery 
was recently sent to La Paz, in the interior 
of Bolivia. The company says that it can 
ship machinery cheaper to Australia and 
Chile than to New Mexico and Idaho, 
within the confines of our own country, and 
it is on that account that the foreign field is 
more inviting. hen the Americans come 
into full possession of the Philippine Islands 
and get matters down to a business basis in 
Cuba and Porto Rico, the officers of the 
company believe that new fields will be 
opened for American machinery, and those 
who can furnish the best and the cheapest 
will get the orders.

George T. Evans: ‘‘Trade has been slow 
the past week and we have booked very little 
new business. The difficulty now is not so 
much in getting wheat as in getting orders 
for the flour. We have had fair acceptances 
on our wheat offers and are now waiting for 
some good pluius in the shape of flour ac- 
ceptances. Farmers continue hauling in 
fair amounts of ‘wheat. Price of feed is 
somewhat better and it is in good demand.’’ 

Blanton Milling Co: ‘‘ Business has been 
very quiet with us the past week as the offers 
that we received have been so low that it 
has been impossible for us to work much 
new business. Unless flour buyers advance 
their bids, it now looks as if we will have 
to curtail our day and night run. We were 
in hopes that we would be able to run full 
time until the end of the year.

67c. Foreign inquiries for flour are free, 
but offers this week have invariably been 
below cost. We have not been able to put 
any export orders through although have had 
several large lots in treaty. Steamship lines 
seem to be doing better in clearing ship- 
ments from seaboard. We now have no lots 
at seaboard awaiting shipment that were 
shipped from mill prior to November, and 
a goodly portion of our November ship- 
ments have already sailed. We are running 
only half time this week.’’

We are running twelve to fifteen 
hours per day. Weare long on low-grade 
flour just now.’”’ 

Goshen Milling Co., Goshen: ‘‘The water 
was pumped out of the tail race this week. 
so that the foundation for a stone and brick 
archwuy of thirty feet span for a roadway 
could be put in. When completed the im- 
provement will be a great and permanent 
one, doing away with the bridge altogether. 
There isa great deal of travel across the 
race at this point and the wear and tear on 
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the bridge is heavy. -The arch will cast about 
$6,000. As coal is rather Ny yey we shall 
rup a short time during few days that 
we are deprived of water. Wheat is moving 
with moderate freedom only. Our wagon 
receipts do not average much over 1.200 bus 
daily. Cable offers for flour are frequent 
enough. but most of them are about 6d too 
low. We could accept most of them'if we 
were given the freight rate'to the seaboard 
on the basis of 13c from Chicago, the same 
as the trausportation companies are making 
from that and other western points. The 
domestic trade is hardly as good as export, 
but we placed a few round lots at eastern 
points. Patent is harder to move than any 
other grade, owing probably to the fact that 
the spring wheat mills are offering their 
patents at ruinously low prices. The de- 
mand for feed is good, but prices are off a 
fraction for middlings. Wheat in ground 
is well protected by three inches of snow. 
Thus far we have had no very severe weather 
and the winter bids fair to be a pleasant 
one.”

Orrville Milling O©o., Orrville: ‘‘We are 
having a fair business that is about equally 
divided between export and domestic. 
Farmers’ deliveries are increasing, but are 
not as heavy as we would like.”’ 

Northwestern Elevator & Mill Co., Mt. 
Vernon: ‘‘We will close down our mill 
tomorrow and expect to have the new one 
ready to start about Feb. 15. We believe it 
will be as good as any mill in the country.’’ 

Warwick & Justus, Massillon: ‘‘ Business 
on the new crop has been fair so far. Wag- 
on deliveries are still light. We are paying 
70c for wheat. Foreign inquiry is less ur- 
gent, but we have orders to keep us running 
full time.’’ 

T. J. Bloom & Son, New Madison: ‘‘We 
do not know much about business, as we 
haven’t seen anything of the kind for the 
past two weeks. Wagon deliveries are bet- 
ter than a week ago. We are paying 64c to- 
day.

Smith Mill Gompany, Circleville: ‘‘In- 
quiries for flour and feed are numerous, 
but prices are too low. Trade on meal is 
good. We have been running full time for 
the past four months, turning out our full 
capacity, but just now it appears we are 
going to have a little dullness, prices being 
the only obstacle. Fully 80 per cent of last 
crop of wheat is still in farmers’ hands. 
Export demand for flour is fair.’’ 

Hicks-Brown Milling Cv., Mansfield: 
‘*There has been a better delivery of wheat 
in the past few days, although the farmers 
are not selling very freely. Weare paying 
62c. Business has been very fair for the 
past week and we have been able to book 
enough orders to keep us going. We have 
had a good many foreign inquiries, also of- 
fers, but considerably below values. Weare 
running 24 hours per duy, six days in the 
week. Feed is in good demand ata trifle 
higher prices. ’’ 

Ansted & Burk Co., Springfield: ‘‘We 
were shut down two days last week making 
improvements on our elevator. Our man- 
ager, Mr. Burk, took advantage of the stop 
and ate his turkey in Michigan. The Mich- 
igan bird has a little better flavor to him, 
but we hope in time he will appreciate the 
good things of Ohio. Flour trade is good, 
but not crowding us. Demand for feed is 
excellent. Deliveries of wheat are light and 
locally we are paying 67c. We are running 
full time this week. Foreign buyers are not 
doing much.’’

Miles & Son, Frankfort: ‘‘Flour trade is 
very dull and margins small. Tradein the 
south is especially demoralized.

Export demand 
for flour is light. Wagon receipts of wheat 
are small and price is 62c. We are running 
full time.’’ 

Lexington Roller Mills, Lexington: ‘‘The 
milling business is only fair with us this 
week. Oustomers are bragging on quality 
of flour. but are wanting something cheap. 
Our wheat this season is making extra good 
flour. Wheat outlook is good, and farmers 
are a little more inclined to sell. Wagon 
receipts are almost nothing, and prices are 
63@65c. We are running gday time only. 
Foreign inquiries are scarce.’’

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Jogging along in the 
same old manner, the 
local mills and the one 
at Lockport continued 
their last week's run 
fully as strong as the 
previous week, and 
from all indications 
there does not appear 
to be any possibility 
of a let-up unless it 
might be that the decline in flour values 
may cause shipping directions to be a little 
slow. The week closing Saturday ended just 
as might be expected at this time of the 
year, when the holiday season is on. Mer- 
chant millers who ship realize that buyers 
try to avoid large stocks when the year is 
nearly at an end or when stock-taking time 
comes. There wasat least 10c difference in 
the price of flour Saturday night as com- 
pared with a week ago. There was even 
more than that in this market on flour 
handled by some firms, who sold spring 
patents at $2.85, jute, Chicago. As com- 
pared with these prices millers who deal 
with reputable concerns are asking from 
$3.10@3.20 bulk for their top grades, and 
city mills have named and sold this grade 
in New York at $3.75, wood, and are getting 
from $3.15@3.25, bulk, here, though per- 
haps not much is being worked at the latter 
quotation. 





* 

The sales of the mills locally have been 
moderate; however, they are sold ahead 
for the month, but it is a question whether 
prompt directions can be had for all the 
sales booked. Spring clears have not been 
as active as they were and are to be had at 
$2.30@2.40 jute, and low-grades, according 
to quality, $1.60@1.70 jute. Minneapolis 
brands are weaker by 10c and are today 
quoted at $4@4.10 wood, retail. One of the 
Head-of-the-Lakes mills which recently 
came into this market is holding for $4. Ac- 
cording to the flour inspectors and those 
competent to judge the stocks of flour here, 
the supply of springs and winters is below 
the average. Kansas grades of hard wheat 
flour have, like other grades, declined fully 
10c, and are quoted at $2.90@3 by the mills 
most anxious to sell; and by the interior 
concerns with perhaps freight rates not in 
their favor. at $3.15. The local mills do 
not report as many sales abroad as they did 
last week, while exporters are inclined to 
feel a little better satisfied with their week’s 
business. Spring straights brought on the 
other side around 2ls@2is 3d, and patents 
22s 83d@22s td.

MILLFEED AND CEREALS. 


Judging from the news received by the 
millfeed dealers, the northern millers are 
obtaining a much better price for all grades 
of millfeeds than they were a week ago, 
middlings having firmed up at least 50c a 
ton. This cannot be said with accuracy of 
this market, for bran has continued to be 
the chief feed sought after during — 
two or three weeks, and evidently feeders 


. have realized that where bran and middlings 


could be obtained at about equal values, 
bran was perhaps the cheaper of the two, 
even with middlings at 25c a ton over bran. 
Quotations Saturday at the mills, while 25c 
a ton stronger for bran than a week ago, 
were $10.50@10.75, and common middlings 
at about equal values, the terms applying to 
feeds in sacks. Fancy white flour middlings 
are in good demand and the choicer grades 
sold up as high as $13.25@13.50 bulk. On 
account of the demand for white middlings 
red-dog has been a little scarce. 

Pennsylvania millers were fairly low in 
their quotations for buckwheat flour here, 
considering the price of grain and its scar- 
city. They have made quotations at $2.20 
f.o. b. in new grain bags, Chicago. while 
Wisconsin mills last week were asking $2 
@2.10, with many offers less for a carload. 
Buckwheat flour is very scarce, and a 
prominent buyer in speaking of the market 
Saturday said that many of his purchases 
had been made for a half car of rye anda 
half car of buckwheat flour. 

Rye flour is in fairly active demand. white 
grade being quoted at $2.70@2.20 jute. 


CORN MUST BE KNOWN. 


At the corn carnival held last week at 
Mount Carroll, [l., Col. Clark E. Carr, presi- 
dent of the American Maize Propaganda, 
spoke at some length during Thursday’s 
session on the possibilities of corn in the 
pear future. The Chicago Tribune says of 
his address: 

‘*He declared that an increase of one cent 
a bushel in the value of the annual crop of 
the country meant $20,000,000 to the farmers 
of America, while to Illinois corn growers 
alone it would mean an additional income 
of $2,500,000. An increase of five centsa 
bushel in ten years would amount to $1,000, - 
000,000 added wealth for American corn 
growers, and of this Illinois’ share would 
be $110,000,000. 

‘*The object of the organization he repre- 
sents is to bring about this result through 
education of the people of Europe and Asia 
to an appreciation of the food value of this 
cereal. When this is done the benefit will 
accrue to this country alone. as America 
grows 90 per cent of the corn of the world. 
There is only one corn belt on the earth and 
Illinois is the center of it. 

‘‘Only 31 per cent of the world’s popula- 
tion knows that corn is human ok The 
rest, if they know anything of it, regard it 
as only fit for beasts. In two years 8,000,000 
of people in India died of famine and in the 
same years the best Indian corn was burned 
as fuel in the United States. Transporta- 
tion facilities were available, but if we bad 
sent them corn the starving wretches would 
have hardly known that it was food. Most 
of Europe and Asia are almost equally igno- 
rant of its value. When Colonel Carr was 
United States minister to Denmark he could 
not get a pound of cornmeal for his family 
use in the whole kingdom and had to send 
to New York for his table supply. 

‘*The Paris exposition of 1900 offers an 
opportunity to bring corn tothe notice of 
the world. Representatives of the Ameri- 
can Maize Propaganda have had a confer- 
ence with Commissioner General Peck and 
find him ready to do his part in the work. 
His hearty c: Gperation is assured. and the 
plan of the organization is to make a dis- 
play of every useful article made from corn.’’ 

Vice Consul Wilhelm Welmann of the Roy- 
al Danish consulate of this city, in an in- 
terview. complains of the conditions in 
which the cargoes of American maize reach 
Copenhagen. He had a circular from a Dan- 
ish company claiming to control all the 
grain entering Copenhagen, in which it is 
charged that the maize reaching foreign 


ports is received in an unclean condition, 
one of the troubles being that cargoes 
are in poor condition. Mr. Welmann urges 
American shippers to have a reform made 
in the shipping of maize to Copenhagen, 
which, he says, is the distributing port for 
all ports on the Baltic sea. 


FREIGHT RATES. 


Not much can be given as to any decided 
change in inland rates. There is a continu- 
ous cutting in tariffs, secretly, 13c being 
obtained on flour, all rail, Chicago to New 
York. The announcement was made that 
rates would be restored on Dec. 12, but the 
time has been extended to Jan. 1. 

Eastbound shipments of flour, grain and 
millstuffs from Chicago by rail for the week 
amounted to 72,U76 tons, against 75.281 a 
week ago. The receipts of flour and grain 
were equivalent to 5,#96,000 bus, and ship- 
ments 8 247,000, compared with 6,883,000 a 
year ago, and 6,680,000 for shipments.

CHARGED WITH FRAUD. 


B. F. Hamm, located for some time ina 
dingy little office on the second floor of 246 
South Water street, whose solicitious letters 
bearing his likeness thereon together with 
these lines, ‘‘B. F. Hamm,. treasurer of 
Evergreen Park, Chicago, handles $200,600 
of public money annually,’’ and who by his 
large mail has brought his name prominent- 
ly before nearly every country miller in the 
country, is at the present time under bonds 
to spesee before United States Commission- 
er Humphrey on Dec. 12, at 3 p. m., fora 
hearing on a charge of using the mails for 
fraudulent purposes, or to further a scheme 
to defraud. Unless there is a settlement 
reached outside of the courts, Mr. Hamm 
will have to stand trial for what is claimed 
the receiving of flour from Trussherer & 
Schlaegel, flour merchants of Menasha, Wis., 
for his first arrest was on a warrant sworn 
out by the Menasha concern on Friday last 
claiming a loss of $1,020 on flour. The 
charge was that of grand larceny as_bailee. 
On the ground that the flour was sold Hamm 
and not consigned to him did Justice Sabath 
dismiss the case. Shortly after his dismiss- 
al, however, he was re-arrested under the 
federal law charged with using the mails to 
defraud. On Saturday, Hamm was taken 
before United States Commissioner Humph- 
rey and on motion by the attorney for the 
government the hearing was set for Dec. 12. 

Lennards, Austin & Jones, attorneys in 
the Chamber of Commerce building have 
two claims against Mr. Hamm, one being 
for two cars of flour shipped by the Mon- 
mouth Merchant mill of Mitchell, S. D., 
their claim being in the neighborhood of 
$1,200; and another of $400, brought by Mc- 
Elroy & Treadway, millers at Arenzville, 
Ill. The flour intrusted int. Mr. Hamm’s 
hands for disposal, whether consigned or 
sold to him matters not, amounted to con- 
siderable, some believing it to amount to 
many thousands of dollars. Some of it was 
handled by E. Gehm, whom it is claimed 
was working in connection with Hamm, 
and it is alleged was sold by R. H. Peterson, 
a Chicago broker, who was one of Hamm’s 
bondsmen as treasurer of the village of Ever- 
green Park. There were several millers in 
the city last week some of whom, it is 
thought were here to reach a settlenient 
with Hamm for flour sent him.

The bank of Waverly, Ill., which was forced 
to suspend through the failure of the Wa- 
verly Milling Co., has been reorganized un- 
der the name of the First State bank of Wa- 
verly.

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and equipment of a mill there. Mr. Down- 
ton will remain permanently as miller and 
superintendent of the mill.

. Meyer & Bulte, proprietors of the White 
Swan mills, Clinton, Mo., made a shipment 
of 1,200 sacks of flour this week to Great 
Britain, via New Orleans. This firm ex- 
tts to do more business in the future than 
eretofore. 

The Weatherford Milling Co. of El Reno, 
Okla., has been incorporated and expects to 
conduct a business in buying and selling 
flour and f The directors are Henry 
Larson, Charles Jackman, and Jobn A. 
Book walter. 

The handsome residence of C. F. Sparks 
of the Sparks Milling Co., Alton, Ill., was 
burned :. 1, entailing a loss of $5,000, 
covered by insurance. Mr. Sparks was in 
Tampa, Fla., at the time of the tire and re- 
turned at once. This is the second time 
Mr. Spark's home has burned in three years. 

A Spanish flour buyer representing a 
Barcelona house was in St. Louis this week 
arranging to buy flour, probably with a 
view to competing for Cuban trade. It is 
likely that this flour will take the place of 
some of the Spanish flour now going to 
Quba, and is an evidence that the trade of 
the island -will be effectually transferred 
from Spain to the mills of this country. 

Among the foreigners on ‘Change this 
week were: Storrar of Glasgow, 
Scotland, who is a guest of ©. H. Albers; 
Luis Esteve of Barcelona, Spain; E. Eng- 
ster, Dijon, France, and Mr. Wade of the 
flour firm Vandertaelen, Wade & Co., Lon- 
don. Mr. Wade was for a number of years 
manager of a large French mill and has for 
several years past been in the London flour 
trade. 

It is reported that there is still a great 
deal of consigned flour in Havana which 
is demoralizing prices and the conditions 
are not yet suitable to the opening of trade. 
There is interest being shown by some of 
the merchants in oat cereal products. buck- 
wheat, etc, and it is probable that these 
products will gain a fvothold in the south- 
ern markets, something they were unable to 
do heretofore. 

The freight rates on flour are fairly firm 
for December shipment. The steainship 
companies, however, are asking for offers 
on January, February and March shipments 
at very much lower prices, and altogether 
the rate situation is rather weak. The tariff 
rates here remain unchanged from those of 
last week, but possibly can be shaded a lit- 
tle more below tariff than those of the pre- 
ceding six days. 

John Schultz of Schultz, Baujan & Co., 
Beardstown, Ill., was in St. Louis early this 
week. He reports export inquiry having 
fallen off greatly, and export sales are al- 
inost impossible. After a very satisfactory 
period of milling, conditions have become 
unfavorable. Mr. Schultz believes the grow- 
ing plant to be in excellent condition 
throughout Illinois, and apprehends no 
danger from Hessian fly. 

Oscar Ringler, a miller employed at the 
Farmers’ mill, Quincy, Ill., had his right 
arm caught in a belt on Monday last and 
was thrown to the floor unconscious. He 
was sixty years of age, and the sudden shock 
left him in adazed condition. He attempt- 
ed to regain his feet and was struck on the 
head by a revolving shaft, and when found 
by the workmen in the mill was in a pre- 
carious condition. It is believed his inju- 
ries will prove fatal. 


A readjustment of grain rates to southern 
ports from western states is exciting much 
interest. Kansas City and St. Louis grain 
interests are very liable to clash when the 
readjustment takes place as it is believed 
here that the rates on wheat to southern 
ports will be unfavorable to St. Louis. The 
Haarsticks of St. Louis control the barge 
line down the Mississippi to New Orleans 
and there is probability of much activity 
amoug the big grain dealers here during 
the coining winter. 


Congressman J. W. Bailey of Texas, the 
leader of the House minority, was a_ visitor 
on ’Change this week as the guest of S. W. 
Cobb, ex-congressinan and head of the 
large commission company in this city 
bearing his name. Mr. Bailey is strongly 
against the expansion policy and believes 
that the idea of annexing the islands and 
giving citizenship to the inhabitants is 
nothiug but the worst form of imperialism, 
and necessarily very much against the in- 
terests of this government. 


G. L. Graham & Co. of this city received 
on Tuesday the largest car of corn in the 
record uf the country. A Pennsylvania car 
contained 88,370 Ibs net, of No. 2 mixed 
corn. It was shipped from Leavenworth, 
Kas., and had 10,000 Ibs more than has 
ever been carried in a car. so far as the bis- 
tory of this Exchange goes. The maxi- 
mum delivery under the Exchange rules, is 
60,000 lbs. Kansas City bas been claiming 
some heavy carloads, but the car received 





here this week is very much larger than the 
records shown for Kansas City. 

Charles H. Alexander, who has been con- 
nected with the Keblor Bros. Milling Co. 
for the past ten years in the capacity of 
traffic and rate agent. died Dec 2, at his 
home in this city. He was thirty years of 
age. He had been complaining for several 
days of heart trouble, and to this cause is 
his death due. He was born in England 
and leaves -relatives there. The remains 
were sent to his wife’s home in Windsor, 
Canada, for interment. He was esteemed 
on the floor.as a competent man, and he 
made many friends here. He hasa brother 
connected with the flour firm of Williain 
Moore & Co., Liverpool, Eng. 

Dispatches to this city announce the seri- 
ous illness of Harlow Spencer, the « oldest 
miller in Kentucky, who is lying at the 
point of death at his home in Fort Spring. 
Mr. Spencer isin his eighty-eighth year. 
He operated the mill on Elk Horn creek for 
fifty years, succeeding his father and grand- 
father in control of the mill plant. The 
mill was originally built by Carlo Spencer 
in 1797.. Mr. Spencer is a highly esteemed 
citizen, but in his younger days he made a 
vow that if Henry Olay in the presidential 
election did not defeat James K. Polk, he 
would never again cast vote in a esi- 
dential election. As the oldest miller in 
Kentucky, Mr. Spencer was well known. 

Illinois lays claim to the largest, most 
powerful, most active and jolliest miller in 
the country, in the person of George Reich- 
ert of the Reichert Milling Co., Freeburg. 
Mr. Reichert weighs 297 lbs in active con- 
dition, is about 6 feet, 3 inches in hei 
and of powerful build. It is reported that 
he carried the big iron safe of the company 
from the burning mill office in the recent 
fire, and is, withal, a giant in strength and 
good himor. George Cole and D. J. 
Hayes were guests of the Reichert Mill- 
ing Co. Tuesday, anda fovut race between 
Mr. Reichert and Mr. Hayes was arranged. 
Mr. Hayes is reputed a good sprinter at 190 
Ibs, but in a 100-yard race he was badly 
worsted by George Reichert. 


Edward Weissman, an extensive dealer in 
wheat of Frankfort, Germany, and F. Eng- 
ster of Dijon, France, are in St. Louis study- 
ing the grain situation and both believe it 
to be quite strong. Mr. Engster states that 
French farmers are holding their wheat for 
better prices. He believes that French mill- 
ers will not require much outside wheat, 
but the large shipments from this country 
are being steadily absorbed notwithstand- 
ing the good crop on the continent. The 
persistence with which farmers in France 
are holding stocks makes it hard for the 
foreign grain dealers and this is the reason 
Mr. Engster visited the United States. His 
brother made a trip to the Argentine Re- 
public, both starting from France at the 
same time. Grain dealers in this city gen- 
erally believe that the Argentine crop will 
be a big one, and they estimate a surplus 
of stock in that country now at about 10,- 
000,000 bus.

Job- 
bers and wholesalers have not been quite so 
busy as usual. though they have nothing of 
which to complain. Local trade shows some 
improvement.

* The production will 
show a greater fallin, 
off this week and wi 
be around 65,000 to 
70,000 bbls, possibly. 
One of the largest mills has closed down. 
Direct export flour loaded out amounted to 
23,945 bbls, compared with 34,980 a week 
earlier, 39, 790 a year ago and 38,520 bbls 
two years ago. The last boats will leave 
these harbors this week, it is thought, 
though marine insurance does not expire 
until Dec. 12. Mill ‘stocks are quite heavy, 
but boats in the harbor now loading will 
cut them down during the next few days. 
Railroad receipts were light last week and 
amounted to only 45,615 bbls, compared 
with 89,510 the week earlier and 4,750 a year 
ago. Railroad stocks are only 20,205 bbls, 
compared with 96,945 a week ago and 3,200 
a year ago. Total stocks of flour here Dec. 
3 amounted to 81,625 bbls, compared with 
135,535 a week earlier and 2k, 200 a year ago. 

* * 

Flour markets are generally reported as 
quiet. The lake season has closed so far as 
further selling goes. The mills have all or 
more flour now sold on a _ Jlake-rate basis 
than they can get out. One mill reports 
that it will run through December on a rail 
basis, but another is already down. Still 
others are uncertain. It appears at present 
that the outlook for fair operating in De- 
cember is good. Markets want flour, and 
freight rates are favorable. The mills will 
find sufficient wheat this winter to meet their 
requirements. Practically no export is be- 
ing sold, though some stuff is being con- 
tracted for by eastern buyers. Feeds keep 
in good demand.

L. B. Gibbs of the Pillsbury-Washburn 
company is here today on business. 

No. 2 mixed feed for the pineries, which 
consists of half corn and half oats, is sell- 
ing at $14@14.25 per ton, locally, buyers to 
furnish the sacks. 

Coal shipments continue large and receipts 
are lessening. From this time on until 
spring stocks will gradually decline on the 
fourteen docks here. 

F. L. Bacon bas succeeded F. S. McCabe 
as general agent at West Superior for the 
Omaha line. Mr. McCabe has taken a posi- 
tion in the passenger department of the 
same line, at St. Paul. 

An experiment is being tried at Marquette, 
Mich., of illuminating lighthouses and 
breakwaters by means of electricity in lieu 
of kerosene. If the experiment is success- 
ful, electricity will be the lighting power 
used by the government all along the lakes. 

Wheat screenings, both mill and elevator, 
are quoted by buyers at $7 per ton, bulk, 
here, and by sellers 25c per ton more. The 
market is generally admitted to be strong. 
Buckwheats are quoted at $7.25@7.50 per 
ton for prompt shipment, and 25c lower for 
January. 

The Consolidated elevators at Duluth re- 
ceived last week a total of 2,852,346 bus of 
wheat. This is said to be the largest amount 
ever taken in by one group of houses in 
seven a It is estima that 1,000,000 
bus of wheat will be loaded out on boats yet 
this winter. 

L. R. Hurd, manager of the Lake Superi- 
or mills, who has recently made a trip 
through eastern markets, is of the opinion 
that the local mills will be able to do a fair 
business after Jan. 1 if conditions do not 
change materially. The Lake Superior 
mills will run through December. 

E. G. Burgess, who ie grain eleva- 
tors at Northwood, N. D., and other points, 
was here during the week and stated that a 
lack of cars has held back a good deal of 
grain this fall; that roads are in bad shape 
now and that farmers are not disposed in 
many cases to sell at present prices. 

The Weare Commission Co. of Chicago 
has cpeaee an office at West Superior and 
installed therein a direct wire with Chicago. 
The business at West Superior will be in the 
hands of M. L. McMinn, who is well known 
at Superior. The same company will put 
in a wire at Duluth, under the management 
of George Rupley, who will have his office 
at No. 311 Board of Trade. 

During the season just closed, which is the 
second year local contractors have worked 
on dredging under the continuous contract 
system, 4,160,000 cubic yards of dirt have 
been removed from local harbors. C. S. 
Barker took out 2,485,000 yards from the 
Superior harbor, and Williams & Son, 1,675, - 
000 yards from the Duluth channels. This 
is more dredging than has been done in any 
seven previous years by the government in 
these harbors. 

The big steel steamer Arthur Orr which 
was wrecked a short time ago on the north 
shore of Lake Superior has been floated and 
brought to West Superior where she will be 
docked and repaired during the winter. Her 
cargo of flour and copper was taken out by 
lighters and brought ck to the Head of 
the Lakes in advance of the steamer’s com- 
ing. Much of it will be saved. The steam- 
er Harlem, wrecked at Isle Royal, may also 
be saved. She was bound up, and went on 
the rocks in a recent storm. 

Millers at Superior rather expect that the 
last boats of the year will get away from 
their mill docks about the middle of this 
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week. The weather is mild and the indica- 
tion now is that boats will move about the 
Insurance 
pire on the better class of vessels 
until Dec. 12, which is next Monday, and 
which will permit of boats leaving this bar- 
bor on that date. The mills expect to get 


their flour suld for lake shipment pretty well 


cleaned out before the last boats leave, but 
it is thought that more or less grain will go 
forward by rail.

The mills in the Da- 
kotas, and all over the 
sprivg wheat section 
for that matter, bave 
occasion to be thank- 
ful this year for the 
excellent trade condi- 
tions which have pre- 
vailed. The millsasa 
rule have enjoyed a 
profitable business on 
the new crop, and though the earlier period 
of the year was marked by dullness in mar- 
kets and a shortage of wheat, the rasa 
whole has been a profitable one. The mills 
which turned out good flour and 
reputations for fair dealing (and by the way 
this applies to most of the mills in this ter- 
ritory) have been in a position to doa 
and paying business this fall. They have 
had sufficient wheat of excellent milling 
quality. They bave found a fair demand in 
the east for flours and feeds and an excel- 
lent demand for them at home. The lake- 
shipping season has been open to them long- 
er this fall than usual, owing to the larger 
lake tonnage in commission. In many oth- 
er ways conditions have favoredthem. Sev- 
eral new mills have been built and many 
other have been reorganized, ample capitol 
having been pledged to them so that they 
might operate to their fullest capacity at 
times when markets are favorable to milling. 
The outlook for good milling months be- 
tween now aud another crop is fair and as 
a rule millers are feeling quite jubilant. 

* 

The capacity through this territory bas 
been curtailed a little of late but this is only 
natural at this season of the year. The lake 
shipping season period is nearing an end 
and the holiday season is aporceeming- 
Some mills will work through all of Decem- 
ber at their highest. capacity while others 
will curtail their outputs somewhat. There 
is still a fair local trade in flours but the 
bulk of the exchange ‘trade has been done 
and farmers are pretty well supplied with 
their winter stocks of flour. The feed trade 
continues excellent and all of the mills are 
sold right up close on all grades of feeds, ac- 
cording to their reports. Farmers’ deliver- 
ies of wheat are dropping off. Farmers 
seem not to be satisfied with prices; then, 
too, bad roads are working against heavy 
deliveries of grain to market. 

* * 

W. H. Stokes, proprietor Watertown (S. 
D.) Roller Mills, Nov. 28: ‘‘Our beautiful 
Indian summer weather, which we enjoyed 
since the first of the month, has —_ away 
to the attacks of old Boreas, and the heavy 
gales from the northwest changed the tein- 
perature from about 40° above to 10° below 
zero, and we have had a sprinkling of snow. 
Last Monday was the only day business was 
interrupted, the storm nearly approaching 
an old-fashioned Dakota blizzard. The 
roads are in fine condition and we have been 
having very liberal receipts from farmers 
which will continue until the holidays if the 
weather continues fair. The fine weather 
we had prior to this storm enabled the farm- 
ers to close Le their fall work nicely for the 
winter; threshing being all done and the 
grain secured in good shape. *’ 

The Watertown (S. D.) Roller mills are 
running full time, and are booked ahead 
from twenty to thirty cars; sales being for 
both export and domestic trade. ‘The 200, - 
000-bu steel storage tanks are nearing com- 
pletion and present a fine appearance.

H. C. Bergman, head miller, and John 
Edbert, second miller, at the Excelsior mill, 
Yankton, S. D., have invented a feeder for 
roller mills. 

T. O. Hougen, who recently repurchased 
the flour mill at Northwood, N. 6: of the 
North Dakota Millers’ Association, says that 
the mill is now running part time and that 
he hopes to have it going full blast soon. 

Hollands & McLean, Milbank, S. D: 
‘*Snow toa — of four to five inches has 
fallen here and the prospect is that more 
wiil come before long. Our wheat receipts 
from farmers are satisfactory and we are 
enjoying a good milling business. *’ 

J. W. Kelley & Son, Huron, S. D., say 
that they are still able to report fair busi- 
ness. They are not running their mill quite 
as much at present as earlier in the fall, but 
have no cause for complaint. They find 
flour in good demand, but say some close 
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prices must be made. Wheat is moving 
rather slowly and millifeed is in good de- 
mand. They have no surplus feed whatever. 

The Valley Roller mill, Crooktson, Minn., 
has passed into the control of a stock com- 

ny made up of local men, the change hav- 

ng taken place Dec. Brown, who 

was manager of the mill during its owner- 
ship by the association, will continue as the 
manager of the new Valley Roller Mill Co. 
The mill has always had a splendid busi- 
ness and as a rule runs steadily day and 
night. 

W. H. Phipps, Cooperstown, N. D., writes 
that bis mill is running steadily but that 
wheat receipts have fallen off a good deal 
on account of the bad roads and what farm- 
ers call the low prices. He is havinga good 
demand for all sorts of millfeeds at excel- 
lent prices. Mr. Phipps would be able to 
ship to outside markets from one to two 
cats of straight or patent flour per week 
from this time on. 

The North Dakota Millers’ Association bas 
recently disposed of. three of its mills. The 
Mayville, (N. ‘D.) and Crookston, (Minn. ) 
mills were sold to stock companies com- 
posed of local men, while the Northwood 
(N. D.) mill was re-purchased by Mr. Hou- 
gen. Asthe Bismarck (N. D.) mill of the 
company recently burned, the association 
has reduced its capacity considerable of late. 
This step was decided upon several years 
ago, but owing to unfavorable milling con- 
ditions the plants could not be dis of 
at their real values. Manager H. R. Lyon 
has advocated this licy ever since he has 
been in charge of the company’s business.

The December holidays, too, will have 
some effect. Demand from domestic buy- 
ers is rather quiet. Sales made are at close 
rices, and despite the fact that millers 
ave made the utmost concessions, buyers 
are slow to take = 


Kangas is just now about the best place in 
the United States in which to buy flour. 
Prices. are very close; huw close is best 
understood when it is known that the Kansas 
City wheat market is so high as to be out of 
line for shipping to other markets, while 
flour made from wheat purchased on the 
basis of Kansas City prices is selling in 
those same markets. Patent flours from 
country mills are offered as low as $3 in 
sacks, while even lower prices have been 
reported in exceptional cases. Most of this 
low selling is by country mills who want to 
dis of their accumulated surplus. Local 
trade to retailers in Kansas City and vicin- 
ity is dull. Most dealers have fair stocks, 
and others cannot be induced to buy save in 
small lots.

WHEAT. 

The movement of wheat to this market 
has been very light this week, a hundred 
cars less than last week or a yearago. A 
good deal of the Kansas crop is moving 
through other channels. Hundreds of cars 
are going to Galveston, New Orleans and 
other Gulf ports. A large part of this busi- 
ness is done by Kansas City houses who 
handle the wheat at their country elevators 
and ship direct to the Gulf. St. uis, too, 
is getting a part of the grain from Kansas 
City territory; this, because of a very low 
rate from that market to sew Orleans. It 
is, too, very certain that the reduced re- 
ceipts are largely due to the fact that farmers 
are not at all eager to sell under present 
conditions. Most reliable estimates place 
the amount of wheat yet in the state at one- 
half the total crop. Should this be market- 
ed gradually between now and next crop it 
will keep a fair supply here throughout the 
whole year. Hard wheat sold here this week 
at about steady prices, with a total advance 
of ‘ic from last Saturday. Demand has 
come from mills and from elevator men. 
There is still a good deal of buying for ex- 


port. 

Receipts of wheat this week were 478,400 
bus, against 544,C50 last week, and 753,350 
two weeks ago. 

Shipments were 796,250 bus, against 599, - 
300 last week, and 705,250 two weeks ago.

Receipts of corn this week ‘vere 86,800 bus, 
against 81,900 last week, and 116,900 two 
weeks ago. 

Shipments were 30,100 bus, against 108,500 
last week, and 91,700 two weeks ago. 

Corn in store at the beginning of the week 
was 73,000 bus, a decrease of 11,100 from 
last week. and 4,900 from two weeks ago. 

So great is the demand from feeders in 
the country that very little corn is now com- 
ing to market, and there is small possibil- 
ity of the deliveries increasing. Corn is 
selling to feeders at country points as much 
as two cents above what it is worth to ship 
here. It is reported frém Oklahoma that 
there is not enough corn in that territory 
to carry farmers and feeders through the 
winter. Corn is consequently very firm in 
this market, and traders are almost uni- 
formly bullish.

The Board of Trade, on Nov. 29, by a vote 
of 57 to 83, defeated the proposed amend- 
ment to the rules providing for the publica- 
tion of an official market sheet to také the 
place of the various publications now in use, 
and to be supplied to country shippers gratis. 
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A number of the heavier receivers of grain 
have, however, pooled their interests and 
will issue a quotation sheet of their own. 

J. W. Beebe of Dale, Beebe & Co., Udall, 
Kas., accompanied by his daughter, was in 
Kansas City a part of the week. He says 
that trade with him is rather quiet, and re- 
ports having to draw a considerable part of 
his wheat from a distance from the mill. 

D. Guthrie of Guthrie & Co., Geneva, 
Neb., was here this week in conference with 
buyers for export with a view to disposing 
of a of his output not taken by his home 
trade. He says he is grinding excellent 
wheat, and that prospects for the new year 
are encouraging. 

Joseph Abrahamson of the Abrabamson 
Co., cargo insurers, of London, was on 
*Change during the week conferring with 
exporters. The growing importance of Kan- 
sas City as an export market is attracting a 
good deal of attention from foreigners, and 
visits from their representatives are now of 
frequent occurrence. 

J. P. Sterling, on a four-days’ trip into 
Kansas this week placed seven of the Prinz 
machines, a part of them a collect- 
ors to work on oat clippers. The clippings 
and dust from these machines now find 
ready sale at a fair price, and elevators using 
them are now placing collectors to catch the 
dust rather than to blow it out of doors. 

The Brand-Dunwoody Milling Co. of Jop- 
lin, Mo., made a shipment of its ‘‘Home 
Comfort’’ flour this week direct to Germany, 
the route being through Newport News, to 
Hamburg. The shipment was choice flour 
made from Kansas hard wheat. The Brand- 
Dunwoody company has in the past few 
years built up a splendid export trade, and 
is now making regular shipments to Eng- 
land, Ireland, Scotland, Holland, and Ger- 
many. 

Frank Larkin of Larkin Sons, Ellsworth, 
Kas., was in town today looking after his 
local trade. His mill began running full 
time early in July and since that time has 
not been idle an hour save Sundays. He re- 
ports his domestic trade very good, which is 
partly due, perhaps, to the fact that he 
grinds choice wheat raised on limestone 
soil. Flour from limestone wheat has a pe- 
culiar flavor which is very attractive to most 
well-informed buyers. 

So far as heard from few mills or feed 
dealers have been caught in the gigantic 
failure of Grant Gillette, the Kansas cattle 
king. The few accounts of this sort held 
were mostly for small amounts of bran 
or other feed, and the total will not be large. 
Gillette seemed to have the faculty, in keep- 
ing with his other peculiarities, of feeding a 
maximum number of cattle on a minimum 
amount of feed, a rather fortunate thing for 
those who have had feed to sell. This fail- 
ure has been the feature of the week in 
southwestern business circles. 

The negotiations that have been in prog- 
ress for some time looking to the building 
of another hard wheat mill here seem to 
have about reached a satisfactory conclu- 
sion. According to rumor the details are 
about concluded, and next Monday will 
close the deal. Work on the building is to 
be begun at once and pushed as rapidly as 
possible. The capacity of the mill will be 
1,500 bbls, with provisions for doubling it 
at the expense of the flour-making machin- 
ery, room, power, etc, being already pro- 
vided. A 300,000-bu elevator will be built 
adjoining the mill. 

At the regular annual meeting of the Kan- 
sas State Grain Dealers’ Association to be 
beld at Topeka during the first week in Jan- 
uary, one of the principal topics to be dis- 
cussed will be the system of inspection re- 
cently adopted for Kansas City. The asso- 
ciation has its own inspector in each ele- 
vator here, who makes a special inspection 
of each car received, which supplements the 
work of the regular inspectors and guaran- 
tees the shipper correct weights. Several 
other subjects of interest will be discussed 
at the meeting, the program for which has 
not yet been announced. 

The annual crop report just issued by Sec- 
retary Coburno, of the Kansas state board 
of agriculture, shows the total value of the 
three principal crops of the state, wheat, 
corn, and oats, to exceed that of last year 
by $750,000, The total yields for the crop 
of 1898 are given as wheat, 59,774,105 bus; 
corn, 126,999,132; oats, 21,702,507. Sprin 
wheat raised amounted to 1.116,566 bus, avd 
is not included in this total. The report 
estimates the acreage of wheat sown last fall 
at, 4,640,000, an increase of 3 per cent over 
last year. The condition of the growing 
wheat is reported to be exceedingly favor- 
able. 

A Chicago market paper says: ‘‘The rea- 
son assigned for the closing of St. Louis 
flour mills is their inability to use the wheat 
from Kansas for their trade.’’ Millers and 
those connected with the grain trade in 
this section would like to have soine particu- 
Jar cases of this sort cited to them; as the 
statement stands they are inclined to think 
that a search-warrant would result in the 
finding of an occasion wee sma’ grist of 
Kansas wheat flour ground on the Mississip- 
pi that proved not altogether unpalatabie 
and might even have been sold at a fair 
price, If any eastern mills are not able to

The volume of trade 
was restricted and sales 
are rather slow, even at 





"the low prices. The condition seems to be 


well expressed by the statement of a promi- 
nent receiver yesterday, who said that the 
feeling among jobbers is that if flour would 
only sell at $3.50 for spring patents he would 
be willing to buy all he could take care of 
against possibilities of another rise. In the 
meantime buyers are standing off waiting 
for the $3.50 basis and buying as little as 

ssible from day to day. Another factor 
in the market is reported to be that mills 
are selling direct to the jobbers at prices 
less than flour is selling at on the exchange, 
in order to get the trade. It is perhaps not 
general, but it is a cuse where the seller 
takes the risk rather than the Produce Ex- 
change representative. 

* 

Prices quoted on the Exchange are for 
wholesale lots and not for jobbing lots. This 
causes a confusion in the minds of many of 
the shippers who see in some pers prices 
quoted which should be cla as the job- 
bing prices for small lots, 50 of 100 bbls, or 
possibly a car, but do not represent the fig- 
ures which will be paid by local buyers and 
jobbers. Indeed, it is curious to note how 
the conditions have changed on the Ex- 
change in the last ten years. The commis- 
sion men have almost disappeared from the 
trade. There are only a few houses left who 
do a strictly commission business in the old 
sense of soliciting consignments, making 
advances and acting as agent for the miller 
in that way. Most of the flour is bought 
direct by the merchants here, dnd they as- 
sume all the responsibility. A net price is 
asked from the mills for flour c. i. f. New 
York and on this the business is done. An- 
other way is for the mills on the changing 
markets to notify their represéntatives at 
New York daily or even twice a day of the 
selling limit or the selling limit on the basis 
of the option market, so that advances or 
declines in the wheat market advance or 
lower the price ot flower arbitrarily. Under 
these conditions the flour is sold c. i. f. to 
the jobber. 


At the close of the week the situation of 
the market for spring wheat flour was in- 
different asto demand. Prices were $3.75@ 
3.80 for standard patents, without a large 
trade in sight. There were some small lots 
taken for export on the basis of $3.50, in 
sacks, but otherwise business was feature- 
less. Sales of clears were made at $2.90@3, 
and as high as $3.10 for fancy lots. The 
market for winter wheat flour was quiet all 
the week and only about steady. he most 
promising condition is that of winter wheat 
— which for full stock are in de- 
mand, and $8.50 is paid for choice. Ordinary 
straights are very quiet and without feature. 
The market for patents is dull, and low- 
grades are neglected.

The market for oatmeal has not been 
active, but prices are firmly held at last 
week’s advance.

There 
was a slow market on the spot.all the week, 
due to a the fact that millfeed which bad 
been bought for export was not available 
owing to its being taken in 200-lb sacks 
and was pressed for re-sale he trade 
has also n a little inclined to wait devel- 
opments owing to the demoralized state 
of the freight situation which made it diffi- 
cult to gauge prices. Coarse western spring 
bran is quoted at $13.75@14 in 200-lb sacks, 
spot and to-arrive.. Middlings range from 
$13.75@16.50 for ordinary to choice flour 
middlings, and red-dog is $16.75 to arrive. 
Winter bran is inactive. 

The condition of affairs in the wheat 
market this week has been rather interest- 
ing. There was a little local stampede in a 
small way over the talk about deliveries on 
contracts. As there were only 540,000 bus 
here it was a little absurd, as any of the 
prominent houses could have taken care of 
a good portion of the contract grain in the 
visible supply if there had been a fit in 
it. The deliveries were made and the effect 
was just as might have been expected. 
Prices advanced instead of declining. The 
export demand has been excellent although 
not as active as a short time ago. 

In corn the feature of the week was the 
tremendous export buying even at the ad- 
vance. Exporters bought agp on Friday 
at the highest figures. Very little attention 
was paid to Thoman’s estimate of the crop. 

Small grain bas been generally quiet and 
without particular feature of interest. Bar- 
ley is strong with light offerings at west, 
Oats are firm and quiet. Rye is neglected, 
Flaxseed is nominal and shippers are out of 
the market. 


A new proposition is about to be put be- 
fore the flour trade, particularly the milling 
interests regarding the handling and selling 
of flour at New York. The condition of 
trade is such that there seems little relief in 
prospect for the local dealers and for the 
mills. The mills have got so they are selling 
to the jobbers direct and in some cases to 
the retailers. Houghton & Mathews will 
offer a proposition for a relief for the mills 
particularly in the competition of brands 
and propose to start a flour auction weekly 
after the principle of the frait auction. All 
foreign fruit received here is on arrival sold 
at auction, the buyers having before them 
samples of each lot, and they bid on the 
samples by catalogue number. It is F 

that flour sent to the new firm will be 
inspected under the regulations of the Prod- 
uce Exchange and sald on the inspector’s 
sample and its merits unless the flour is bet- 
ter than the grade in which it is classed; 
then it will be sold on its merits only. Mr. 
Houghton is on his way west to make a can- 
vass of the mill interests looking for con- 
signments to be sold under the pro 
regulations.

Several agents of Milwaukee and other 
brands of spring patents report sales of 
several hundred barrels each, so that, taken 
altogether, a very fair business was done dur- 
ing the week.

The Wilson Line steamer, Ohio. which 
went ashore on Spectacle Island in Boston 
harbor during the recent storm, was hauled 
off yesterday and placed in dry dock where 
she was surveyed by Lloyd’s surveyor. The 
Ohio, which came from Antwerp to this 
port, bad considerable grain booked for 
shipment on her return voyage to Antwerp, 
shipment to be made before Dee. 1, but be- 
ing disabled, the grain will either be trans- 
ferred to some other steamship or wait until 
repairs are made to the vessel. 


The severe storm which New England has 
just passed through has resulted in serious 
delays regarding the sailings of the various 
steamships from this port. The heavy snow- 
fall blocked all kinds of freight; grain and 
provisions especially were sidetracked or 
stalled for two or three days. Nearly ever 
steamship scheduled to leave port this wee 
has been detained from one to two days, 
and some of them have sailed without their 
full complement of cargo.

There was a pretty 
firm feeling on the 
market today, though 
no very large sales 
were reported. For 
one thing the weather 
bas turned quite win- 
try the last day or two, 
and this should have a 
stimulating effect on 
trade. Stocks contin- 
ue light, and it is likely that the movement 
of flour from America, particularly from 
the northwest, will be somewhat slow, owing 
to the large quantities of freight that the 
lake-and-rail lines have to do with, so that, 
with a slight increase of consumption that 
should follow colder weather the flour stocks 
in London are not likely to become very 
top-heavy in the near future. Under these 
conditions, the premium on spot stuff over 
prices on flour to-arrive is maintained. 
According to the London Miller the growth 
of the wheat reserves in the United King- 
dom is still very slow, and with the imports 
of foreign breadstuffs lately below the re- 
pre my ne the stocks of the United King- 

om in first hands are probably under 1,000, - 
000 qrs, or the lowest ever known at this 
season of the year. As far 4s the growing 
crops are concerned, the conditions seem to 
have been favorable in most European coun- 
tries. This has been particularly so in 
Great Britain. 

* 


Speaking of the situation in France, a 
Paris exchange received this morning says 
that the news of the sowings and of the 
growing wheat is all very favorable; but 
this hardly has any effect: on buyers, as for- 
eigners remain firm, with very high prices, 
compared with our own. The same paper 
places the present stock of twelve-marks 
flour in Paris at 8,000 sacks, which is much 
less than it should be at this season of the 
year, especially in view of the good returns 
of the last harvest.

The imports of wheat into the United 
Kingdoin last week were 238,000 qrs, of 
which Liverpool took 89,000. The im- 
ports of flour were 176,500 sacks. Strangely 
enough, London, where the stocks are low- 
est, received but 17,000, whereas Liverpool 
took 63,000, and Glasgow 49,000 sacks. If 
this state of things continued, we shall 
have a renewal of shipments from Liverpool 
and other ports to London. Such shipments 
have been made to London this season, as 
I have previously mentioned, and the mar- 
ket conditions would, perhaps, have war- 
ranted greater shipments if the London im- 
porters, for various reasons, had not sought 
to discourage them. 

GLASGOW. 

Dunlop Bros. (Nov. 23): ‘‘Trade here has 
been unsatisfactory since our last report. 
Forward prices of both wheat and flour have 
been rather dearer than otherwise, but this 
fact has not favorably disposed buyers, even 
towards spot or at-hand parcels. Arrivals 
are liberal of wheat and flour and moderate 
of maize, etc.”’ 

LIVERPOOL. 


Kruger, Darsie & Co. (Nov. 22): ‘‘The 
wheat market during the past week has not 
shown much change but the tendency for 
March delivery to approximate to Decem- 
ber delivery, for while wheat for March de- 
livery is unchanged at about 5s 10\d a ctl, 
wheat for December has declined from 6s 
2d to 6s 1d. Flour remains very difficult to 
sell, and buyers are apathetic. Both Amer- 
ican and home-made flour is easily obtain- 
able at a reduction of 6d a sack. On the 
other hand, some American mills mainly 
for winter wheat flour, have actually ad- 
vanced prices for shipment ; consequently no 
business hes resulted, and at the present 
time such flours are obtainable cheaper on 
spot than for shipment.’’

Though the bank rate remains unchanged 
at 4 per cent, money has been a little more 

lentiful, and in consequence discount rates 

ave been easier in London. In Germany, 
however, the bank rate has been advanced 
to 6 per cent. This is higher than it bas 
been for sixteen years. At that time the 
rate remained at 6 per cent for eighteen 
days only, but it is thought that the present 
6 per cent rate will continue for a longer 
period. Coin in the bank of Germany bas 
increased 20,000,000 marks, but is still 89,- 
000,000 marks lower than at this time in 
1897. The excess circulation, on which the 
Bank of Germany pays a 5 per cent tax, 
alluded to in a former letter, is now 74,000, - 
000 marks. The money requirements in 
Germany are said to be more for manu- 
facturing and business purposes than for 
speculative purposes. It certainly seems 
strange that money should be higher ina 
prosperous country like Germany than in a 
country whose finances are in no_ better 
condition than Italy’s, where money is easy 
at 3 per cent.

It is not much of a jump from Italy to 
Argentina, seeing how many of Italy’s sons 
people the Argentine, and it is striking to 
consider the present Argentina gold premi- 
um, viz, 125.30. This is not much over half 
what it was when I was in that country three 
years ago. In consequence of the reduc- 
tion in the gold premium, the earnings of 
the various Argentine railways, when re- 
duced to sterling, make a very good show- 
ing. In most cases they are greater than 
for the corresponding week last year. The 
closing prices of some of the Argentine rail- 
ways yesterday were as follows: Buenos 
Ayres Great Southern.

From ‘‘Greenland’s icy mountains and In- 
dia’s coral strand’’ comes the same old story 
about the disadvantages of delays in ship- 
ments of flour. Two or three days since I 
had a letter from a correspondent in Con- 
stantinople, who said that if flour could be 
brought there from America in 30 days, 
and the restrictions of the Turkish govern- 
ment on the importation of American flour 
could be removed, the flour business would 
all leave Russia, and go to America. Writ- 
ing under date of Nov. 23, Bulsing & Hes- 
lenfeld, Amsterdam, have the following to 
say about the same subject: ‘‘It is again 


taking too long before shipments arrive. 
Several parcels shipped to our order early 
in Se ber are not yet advised having 
left seaboard. This is an obstacle to 
the American trade; buyers order the stuff 
because they want it, and several steamship 
lines only seem to forward the flour if no 
other cargoes can behad. This time we 
have to complain specially of the goods 
which are forwarded via Philadelphia, also 
via New York.”’

Speaking of Constantinople reminds me 
of an item by ‘‘Viator’’ in the last issue of 
the London Miller. After speaking. of the 
recent imperial decree, shutting out French 
flour with otber foreign flour from Constan- 
tinople, and mentioning the action of the 
Marseilles mills and semolina manufactur- 
ers in formally asking for the intervention 
of the French foreign secretary in the mat- 
ter, Viator adds: ‘‘Marseilles has long en- 
joyed a substantial trade with Constanti- 
nople in flour, and the cry of her millers is 
both loud and bitter. The immediate cause 
of the decree appears to have been the ap- 
pearance of American flour in the Turkish 
capital. The United States is not popular 
just now in —*. nor, for the matter 
of that, is any ristian power with 
the exception of Germany. The main 
reason for this truly oriental meas- 
ure is doubtless the perilous condition 
to which the flour mills of Con- 
stantinople have been reduced by Russian, 
Roumanian and French competition. It 
would be a serious thing for Constantiuople 
to be forced to depend solely on foreign 
flour, but at the same time what is to be 
the price of bread now that the native mills 
are to have things all their own way? This 
last state of the Turk may be worse than 
the first. Now, Mr. Kingsland Smith, here 
is a chance for you to try your ’prentice 
hand on the Commander of the Faithful and 
the Asylum of the world.’’ ‘

It is certain) gratifying to have Viator 
suggest a task of this kind for me, but just 
now I have my hands rather full a little 
nearer home. Whether Viator’s suggestion 
was thrown out with the arriére pensée of 
getting me out of the country, and perbaps 
of my becoming acquainted with some of 
the Turkish summary methods of disposing 
of those whom the Turks regard as guilty of 
‘‘pernicious activity,’’ or whether it is 
simply intended as a high compliment to 
what the Northwestern Miller can accom- 
plish when it starts out, I dinna ken. One 
thing suggested by these remarks, however, 
is this: An important body of French mill- 
ers has formally applied to its government 
for aid in the premises. What have the 
American millers done about it?

When I say that I have plenty of work at 
geome nearer home, I am referring, as, 
oubtless, will be understood, to the pro- 
baking exhibition. When I suggested 
this little side show to the bakers’ confer- 
ence, I little dreamed what an enormous 
amount of interest would be taken in the 
ae by the trade and trade papers over 
ere. There has been so much written and 
said about it in almost every trade paper 
that I have been actually unable to keep 
track of it all. In the last monthly issue of 
the London Miller, for instance, there is a 
two-page article bya ‘‘ Practical and British 
Baker,’’ on American versus British flour. 
with special reference to my proposed exhi- 
bition; while in the National Association 
Review for this month there is an article by 
Mr. Stormont, the author of the paper on 
baking, read at the Exeter conference, to 
which I referred in my first letter proposing 
the exhibition. I do not.exactly fee! armed 
and equipped like the Yankee in Mark 
Twain's tale of ‘‘A Yankee at the Oourt of 
King Arthur,’’ who, being possessed of a 
revolver, while the knights had merely their 
lances, gained undying renown for himself 
by challenging the English knights, not in 
single combat, but to come against him all 
at once. As readers of the story will re- 
member, the knights sallied forth against 
him, and then after he had bowled over half 
a dozen of them with his revolver in a man- 
ner perfectly inexplicable to them, the re- 
mainder retired ina funk. In the present 
instance I shall only endeavor to answer one 
or two points in the letter of a ‘‘ Practical 

and British Baker.*’

There is one suggestion in his letter which 
is a very good one, and which I feel sure 
all legitimate American millers expect to 
carry out; viz, in answer to the question, 
‘*How can the sale of American flour in 
Great Britain be increased?’’ he says: ‘‘By 
giving the British baker better value for his 
money, by sending flour of regular quality, 
and by sending pure flour, by dispatching 
the flour from the mills whatever the state 
of the markets, at the time stated in the 
contract, and by dealing fairly and squarely 
with British merchants.’’ As to the latter 
proposition, am pleased to say that 
while from my position the last four 
years I have probably met and talked 
with more British merchants who are im- 
porting American flour than has any other 
person, I have had very little complaint as 
to American millers not dealing fairly and 
squarely with British merchants. On the 
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contrary, in the majority of sae, mer- 

chants say that they would rather with 

an American miller, caeteris paribus, than 

with one of any other nationality. as they 

find the American millers not only just, but 

broad-minded and liberal in their deal ngs. 
* 

As to the other points suggested of send- 
ing flour of lar quality and sending pure 
flour, I think the writer referred to will ad- 
init that the Northwestern Miller has taken 
no uncertain stand in these matters. As to 
the purity of flour, we now have a national 
American pure food law, providing that any 
wheat flour mixed with corn flour must be 
branded mixed flour. and further, a miller 
cannot even mix flour without a govern- 
ment license. Moreover, we have an Anti- 
Adulteration League, whose members are 
ander bond not to ship mixed flour. Besides 
all this, we have various milling organiza- 
tions which are offering money rewards 
for the conviction of any infraction of the 
law against flour adulteration. 

* * 

As to the regularity of flour, that is some- 
thing which can only be learned from prac- 
tical experience, but as a general proposi- 
tion. I suppose even a practical and British 
baker would admit that it is an easier prob- 
lem for a miller to make a regular grade of 
flour when he is grinding substantially a 
aniform grade of wheat, grown in one dis- 
trict, year in and year out, as is the case 
with the American millers, than when the 
miller has to depend upon a variety of 
wheats coming from the four quarters of the 
globe, with pretty nearly a certainty that 
several of the parts of his mixture will be 
out of the market at times. 


* 

On Dec. 7 a new trans-atlantic service is 
to be begun by the sailing of the steamer 
Gaspesia from Milford Haven to Canada. 
Milford Haven, I may say, is about 150 
miles nearer to America than is Liverpool, 
being in the southwest corner of Wales, 
between St. George’s channel and the Bris- 
tol channel. The Canadian port is Paspe- 
biac, whose harbor is claimed to be always 
ice free. A direct rail service to Moutreal 
is provided by the Altantic and Lake Supe- 
rior railway, which has acquired running 
powers over the Intercolonial railway be- 
tween Quebec and Rimouski. The ships are 
expected to make the voyage in six days or 
less, and it is thought that the course the 
last two days being along the southern 
Newfoundland coast, will ensure fairly 
smooth water, so that the open sea ag 
will be only about three and a half days. 
On this account the new company expects 
to receive a large share of the passenger 
traffic. The service is to be maintained at 
fortnightly intervals during the winter, but 
in the spring it is ho that a weekly serv- 
ice will be had. The steamer Paspebiac 
follows the Gaspesia later in the montb. 
These vessels are owned by the Canadian 
Steamship Co. Now that a start has been 
made towards a steamship service between 
ports lying closer together than those 
which have heretofore controlled the busi- 
ness, it is difficult to say what the future 
may have in store in this direction. In 
looking at the map, it cannot help striking 
anyone that the shortest ocean routes have 
not been utilized in the trans-atlantic traffic. 
and a natural query arises, why has this not 
been done, particularly for fast mail and 
passenger service.

LONDON FOG. 

November is preéminently the month for 
fogs here, and while we have not had any 
very black ones this season, there is more 
or less fog nearly all the time. An Ameri- 
can, unaccustomed to the system of fog 
signals used on the railways here, would 
robably be somewhat startled by the num- 
r of detonations that he would hear in 
making a trip on any of the suburban rail- 
ways at present. The fog signal is a sort of 
torpedo that explodes with a loud noise. An 
employe of the London, Brighton & South 
Coast railway, on which I daily journey to 
and from London, explained to me the sys- 
tem of their use on that line one morning, 
as follows: Two of these torpedos are placed 
on the track a certain distance before the 
signal to stop, which is outside the station. 
The explosion calls the attention of the en- 
gineer to his proximity to the station, so 
that he may stop at once, in case the signals 
are against him. The object of having two 
signals is, that in case the first torpedo fails 
to go off the second will act. When you are 
coming along.a line with half a dozen 
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tracks or more, and trains on both sides of 
you are running over these torpedos, to say 
nothing of those which your own train ex- 
plodes, it sounds very like a bombardment 
on a small scale. 

By means of these signals, and the use of 
the block system, the railways are able to 
run their trains with a fair degree of regu- 
larity ‘notwithstanding the fogs. though re- 
cently, when the fog was pretty thick, on 
going to take the train home at night, I 
found that no train had left for my station 
for an hour, though five trains should have 
started in that interval. Fortunately I had 
not long to wait, but there was a consider- 
able crowd of people on the platform, some 
of whom had been waiting a long time, and 
were correspondingly put out. Though the 
fog that day caused some inconvenience 
and some accidents I did not hear of many 
deaths resulting from it. Traffic on the riv- 
er was at a standstill and there was a collis- 
ion of barges which threw a bargeman into 
the water, whence he was rescued with diffi- 
culty. Those who had the most trouble seem 
to have been the market gardeners on their 
way to Covent garden early in the morning. 
There were several collisions among these 
resulting in some serious injuries. At the 
Surrey Commercial docks a two-horse van, 
horses, driver and all, fell into the water. 
The teamster will drive no more. 

It seems unfortunate that this day, which 
was the foggiest of the season, so far, should 
have been selected as the day for the 

MEET OF MOTOR CARS. 


Though the English were slower than the 
French to adopt the motor car or carriage, 
it has been enthusiastically taken up here 
and the meetwas more largely attended than 
any other. About eighty motor vehicles 
took part in the run, the place of meeting 
being the Hotel Metropole, and the destina- 
tion Sheen House, Richmond. The distance 
is about ten miles and the first car arrived 
in less than an hour. In connection with 
this meeting, there was a race prograin in- 
cluding races by motor cyclettes and the 
tube ignition and electric ignition tricycles. 
In the latter events the two-mile champion- 
ship was won by a Mr. Edge in 4 minutes, 
1.8 seconds. A form of motor tricycle that 
is being rather extensively advertised here 
just now, is called the Arsenal motor. a 
sociable tricye'e which carries two or three 
persons and costs £59. It has two speeds 
up to twenty-five miles per hour and is driv- 
en by a horizontal engine of 314 b-p. 

Ido not know whether tricycles of this 
kind are being extensively put on the mar- 
ket in America; if not, no doubt they will 
come into vogue in time, and we shall see 
business men in summer leaving their places 
of business on motor bicycles or tricycles 
and speeding away twenty or thirty miles to 
their suburban homes, with as much fre- 
quency as we now see them going out by 
train. Certainly, a run over a country road, 
when you are spared the exertion which is 
over-fatiguing during our hot American 
summer days, will be pleasanter than a ride 
by train: As for the use of motor wagons 
for business purposes, these seein ti be get- 
ting more and more comnon here in Lon- 
don, so that never a day goes by that I do 
not see several of them. Motor wagons 
seem to be in general use by the large stores 
for their suburban deliveries. Possibly the 
better roads here, as compared with Ameri- 
can roads, may have something to do with 
the increased use of this class of vehicle. 

m ¥ 

Compared with the Hooley operations, 
those of all other promoters are indeed very 
insignificant, but I notice that irregular- 
company promoting is still going on. Yes- 
terday. for instance. a Mr. Goodman and 
Sir Edward Lee were charged at Bow street 
police court with having conspired with 
other men to defraud the public in connec- 
tion with the West Australian & Gold Dis- 
trict Trading Syndicate, Ltd., and the West 
Australian & District Trading Corporation. 
Mr. Sims, who appeared on behalf of the 
director of public prosecutions, said he was 
informed that the public had been defrauded 
out of an amount ranging from £100,000 to 
£200.C00. Mr. Sims intimated that there 
was nothing affecting the character of Sir 
E. Lee, as the latter is supposed to have 
been merely the puppet of others. Speak- 
ing of Hooley reminds me that the price of 
the gold plate which this plunger presented 
to St. Pau!’s Cathedral has been restored to 
his administrator in bankruptcy, and it is 
stated that the heads of the conservative 
party have decided that the £10,000, which 
Mr. Hooley contributed to the funds of that 
party, through the Carlton club, should be 
restored to his estate.

As tu the situation on the Pacific coast. 
the Portland Commercial Review says: 
‘* Buyers will only trade on real export values, 
and holders wont sell except at an advance. 
It is stated that a considerable portion of 
wheat in warehouse in the Palouse country 
is of poor quality, and not of grade which 
can be exported to Europe. Most of it will 
go to San Francisco, where there is a fair 
market for rejected wheat for feed.’

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It is getting too near 
the holidays for the 
flour trade to be at its 
best, and the millers 
confirm the general 
report of nothing but

considerable falling off 
in the demand for 
flour this week ond it is quite likely that 
this weakness will continue for some time. 
The lack of strength in the wheat market 
has also had its influence. There is no 
doubt, however, that the sale of breadstuffs 
has been better than it was last December, 
as the complaint of a falling off is not seri- 
ous. There has been considerable cold 
weather of late and the substitution of buck- 
wheat for wheat is now common, which 
also has its effect on the general demand 
for wheat flour. The unfavorable wheat sit- 
uation is still a great problem. Millers of 
course do not care to say whether they have 
stock enough to carry them through or not. 
though they are free to say that they will 
not dare to depend on the speculators for 
anything this winter. 
- 

With a cash margin ott 3igc over <a pane 
for No. 1 hard already established and a pros- 
pect of a repetition of the still larger mai- 
gin on cash wheat, the speculator would 
decidedly foolish to do anything but wait 
for things to take their own course. There 
is some hard Kansas wheat on the market, 
but as usual it has to be sold east. As a rule 
the grain situation is not strong, with the 
exception of barley, which is very much 
wanted and very little in evidence. There 
is now beginning to be a movement of state 
winter wheat. as farmers are getting more 
time for handling it and are not finding 
much encouragement for their notion that 
it is to be higher. The local flour trade sym- 
pathizes with the general situation, though 
the demand is fair and there are no new 
diversions reported by the millers in the city 
trade. Quotations remain as follows:

Lake receipts continue large, the amuunt 
of grain for the season to the end of Novem- 
ber being 193,811,000 bus, against 183,952.000 
bus to date last season. Flour is 9,778.000 
bbls, against 11,242,000 last season. This 
shortage of flour brings the total of flour 
and grain down to 242,702,000 bus, against 
257,545,000 to date last season. The amount 
of wheat received this season, 70,499,000 bus, 
has never been approached before. Corn is 
in excess of last season, but oats and barley 
have fallen off. 

NOTES. 

The John T. Noye Mfg. Co. has taken 
the contract for a new 50-bb] mill for Griggs 
& Ball at Fast Aurora, this county, and is 
receiving liberal inquiries for figures on 
other work. 

The Gilmore flour mill at Indian Falls, 
which has been undergoing a rebuild, is 
finished and is running again. The handi- 
cup of the state wheat crop on account of 
the discrimination of rail rates can be met 
in this way to some extent. 

The elevators are getting woefully behind 
their business this week and are probably 


in worse shape than at any previous time 
this season. The cars have run short and 
the wheat is pouring in at a rate that some- 
times runs close to the million mark ina 
day, not to mention any other grain. 

The flour mill at Attica, which once fig- 
ured extensively as a factor in this market, 
has been dismantled, after standing still a 
long time. I have not learned the names of 
the purchasers. The old mill plant will be 
run as a small local feed mill. it is expected 
It was formerly of 100 bbls capacity. 

The Pillsbury-Washburn company lost 
about 15.000 bbls of flour on the steamer 
Arthur Orr, though the vessel was at last 
saved, in spite of the reports that she was 
sure to be lost. All such losses are of spe- 
cial account just now, as the supply is so 
short. This flour was for the Buffalo distrib- 
uting trade and cannot be made good this 
season. 

All flour agencies are short of flour and it 
appears that the stock to go into winter 
with is distressingly small in quantity. 
Even the agencies that own their own ware- 
houses will not be able to fill them up to 
apy great extent. Still, nobody is really 
cast down over the situation, for the all-rail 
rates are so demoralized that it will bea 
long time before they can be straightened 
out and they may be off all winter. It is re- 
ported that the all-rail flour rate isdown to 
20c, though the lake-and-rail rate is at least 
noiwinally up to 25c. Still there is so much 
to move and there is such a shortage of cars 
that there is enough for all. Which demon- 
strates very fully the foolishness of the rail 
lines in letting the rates go down.

> There was a good lo- 
cal trade in flour dur- 
ing the week. Despite 
bad roads the farmers 
have been delivering a 
little more freely to 
millers in Ontario, and 
the latter, in turn, 
have been able to fill 
their contracts with 
dealers here and east 
of this city more ran They are now 
offering Ontario straight rollers on track 
here, in car lots, at $3.50, which is 10c under 
last week. Ontario patents are also offered 
at 10c less, or $3.75 on track, and we quote 
$3.75@3.90. The local city mills are still 
running over time, and city strong clears 
are quoted at $4.20@4.75 and best spring 
wheat patents at $4.50@4.55. Oatmeal is 
quiet, car lots of rolled oars being quoted at 
$3.50 in wood and $1.65 in bags. Offerings 
of buckwheat flour have increased of late 
while $1.85@1.90 is asked for good-sized 
lots, with 10c advance imposed for small 
lots. Cornmeal is steady but demand is 
slack, round lots being quoted at $1@1.05, 
and jobbing lots $1.20@1.25.

All of Ogilvie’s mills here are oversold for 
millfeed and are behind their contracts. 
Manitoba bran in bags is held at 13c, and 
while some offers of shorts are reported at 
$16, holders say they cannot sell at that 
price. Ontario winter wheat bran is in lim- 
ited supply and has sold at $14@14.50 in 
bulk and the inside price is being freely bid. 

Prices on wheat here are purely nominal}, 
as there has been no spot business, but On- 
tario red winter wheat has declined 2c on 
the week, sales having transferred on the line 
of the Canadian Pacific and Grand Trunk 
at 69c f.0. b., with buyers now bidding 68c. 
No. 1 Manitoba was quoted 69c afloat at 
Fort William this week, a lot of 30,C00 bus 
being reported at that figure, which is a 
decline of 1c on previous business. 
millers and operators here feel weak on 
Manitoba wheat as navigation closes at Fort 
William and prices have to be based on all- 
rail freights or the grain carried until 
spring. 

A few car lots of No. 2 Chicago mixed 
corn changed hands in store at 4144@42c, 
and one lot of 10,000 to 15,000 bus for 
which an exporter could not find space on 
the last steamers was sold at 411¢c in store. 

Peas rule quiet, the only business being 
for local account, small Jots selling at (9c in 
store, and we quote 68@69c. West of To- 
ronto sales have been made to exporters 
here for shipment via Boston and New York 
at 61@62c for export. 

The supply of oats is heavy; in fact the 
country was never so full of oats at this sea- 
son as it is today. Last week oats in store 
here were pretty well depleted, being re- 
duced from 279,791 bus to 67,125, a shrink- 
age of 212,666, which was put on board the 
last vessel from this port. Today the stock 
in Montreal is 76,966 bus, and while it is 
lighter than that for the same week last 
year, heavy country stocks more than made 
up the shortage. Export trade frum now 
out until the spring will be done largely on 
through bills of lading from the west. For- 
eign advices certainly afford farmers, who 
are holding, encouragement, as higher cable 
limits have been received from London, and 
sales have been made west of Toronto at 
28c f. o. b., and east of that city at 29 f. o.

Man proposes. but 
wheat disposes. That’s 
the verdict of the nat- 
ural man when he con- 
siders the uncertain- 
ties and waywardness 
of the wheat markets. 
In my last letter I con- 
cluded my brief com- 
ments with the remark 
that I looked for eas- 
ier markets. This conclusion was not the 
result of desire, but because I supposed that 
the great army of bears in the deal would 
jump on to the markets and depress prices. 
And that is what happened, but the effect 
was weak and transitory, and in recovery of 
short-sold wheat the price regained more 
than the previous loss, and again relapsed 
into dull and weak conditions. The week’s 
development’s ought to have given strength 
and animation to the deal, but public opin- 
ion is so decidedly against higher prices 
that no attention is paid to the real situa- 
tion. Let me schedule a few of the indica- 
tions pointing upwards. The exports this 
week are the largest on this crop, and I think 
above any week for years. ‘The seaboard 
reports shipments to Mediterranean ports 
that have been a hitherto by Russia, 
and a cargo of wheat to St. Petersburg. 
The wheat stock in Liverpool decreased in 
November 294,000 bus, to the very low limit 
of 319,000 bus, the lowest on record. A late 
estimate makes the stock of wheat and flour 
afloat for the United Kingdom 11,382,000 
bus; in 1897, 18,960,000; in 1896, 20,936,000. 
I find it quite impossible to estimate the 
consistency of speculative selling of wheat 
for the future, at the seaboard, at less than 
the daily cash price. Today New York 
choses at 734¢c for cash and 711¢c for May 
wheat, and yet the bears can see nothing in 
it but a sale. Under the present conditions 
of the United Kingdom wheat and flour 
stocks, an appearance on this side of even 
moderate speculative buying of May wheat 
would soon start the market 10c per bu.

The flour market for 
the past week did not 
show any particular 
holiday activity, but, 
on the contrary, re- 
mained rather quiet 
both as to domestic 
and export orders. Do- 
mestic trade has been 
especially sluggish, 
and that, too, without 
any apparent reason. None of the millers 
in this section look for any improvement or 
really any material change in the market 
before the first of the year. The output of 
the mills is not being absorbed and there is 
some accumulation. It is estimated that 
there is on hand in this city 25,000 bbls of 
flour, nearly a whole week's output of the 
mills combined, but this does not seem to 
create any great amount of alarm. The 
millers know that they are making the best 
flour produced in the country and they have 
no fears as to its- sale later on. The mill- 
ers have not reduced the price of flour, and 
quotations are as follows:

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Farmers are still disposed to hold wheat 
and await better prices than now offered by 
the mills, that is 65@68c in car lots and 
from 2c to 4c less in wagon lots ; consequent- 
ly the receipts are not very heavy. A 
marked improvement is looked for in wagon 
receipts between this and Christmas, as 
many farmers who have wheat will convert 
it into cash for the holidays.

The rains of last week and the first part of 
this week interrupted sowing of the new 
crop, but during the past two or three days 
the ground has gotten into condition to 
work, and sowing operations were resumed. 
It is probable now, with continued clear 
weather that the sowing will be completed 
by Dee 15, and that is pretty late planting 
for this territory. 

There is still a very active demand for 
bran at $13 per ton, and the mills are all 
behind with their orders. 

There is little doing in the corn or meal 
trade. New corn has begun to move more 
freely, but it is not in very active demand 
from the mills as they find very little sale 
for their meal except to the cereal trade. 
Corn is quoted at 3!1@33c per bu, and meal 
at 45c¢ for bolted and 50c for pearl. 

As the year is drawing to a close it may 
be of interest to takea backward view. The 
mill year closes here July 1, and dating from 
that period the statistics show that Nash- 
ville did a much better business for the year 
ending July 1, 1898, than she did for the pre- 
vious year. Forthe year ending July 1, 1898. 
the output of flour was 963,140 bbls while 
for the previous year it was 832,222, show- 
ing an increase of 1244 per cent in favor of 
the later season. The combined ouput of all 
the mills since July 1, 1898, up to the pres- 
ent time has been something over 356,000 
bbls. It is estimated that the total sales of 
all the mills in this city for 1897 were $3,695, - 
022, while for 1898 they amounted to about 
$4,852,736. If the efforts of expanding the 
trade are successful the millers hope to do 
a better business for the present year which 
ends July 1, 1899, than is shown by the fig- 
ures given for the two years past. 


* * 


In interviews of the managers of the larg- 
er mills of this city this week they gave very 
comprehensive views of the present condi- 
tions and future outlook of the trade for 
this section. Below are given extracts from 
each of these interviews: 

The Cumberland mills have made a spe- 
cialty of exporting flour, and E. P. Bron- 
son, vice-president and general manager of 
these niills, said that ‘‘last year their export 
trade amounted to nearly balf of their prod- 
uct, and that it was mainly shipped to the 
markets of England, Ireland and Scotland. 
The Cumberland mills expect to establish 
agencies for the sale of their flour in both 
Cuba and Porto Rico. The present outlook 
indicates that the prices of wheat and flour 
will remain about as at present for the next 
sixty or ninety days.’’ 

‘‘*E. M. Kelly, president of Liberty mil, 
states that the exports of his flour amounted 
to about 20 per cent of the entire sales of 
his mill. The Liberty mill already exports 
flour to Scotland, lreland, England, Hol- 
land, Belgium, Martinique, Havana, Colon 
and Panama, and Mr. Kelly states that as 
soon as affairs are settled and business can 
be safely transacted in Cuba and Porto Rico, 
his mills intend to establish agencies in the 
leading towns of both islands. He thinks 
that a protectorate of the United States over 
Cuba and Porto Rico would undoubtedly 
open a large market for this country, and 
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that the south should have the best chance 
of soca ing the flour trade."’ 

W. ©. Myers, secretary and general man- 
ager of the Model mill repo business for 
the year as having been satisfactory, but 
quiet at present. e said further: ‘‘I can- 
not look for a lower price in flour until! after 
the first of the year, and hardly anticipate 
any change in the market until the woaat 
crops of South America begin in the spring 
to come in competition with the wheat crop 
of the United States in the European mar- 
kets. The farmers of this country have not, 
as a general thing, placed their entire out- 
oe on the market this year, and are still 

olding it for a better price. This retention 
of the wheat has not been so far a source of 
inconvenience to the mills, as they have 
been able to get all that was needed for im- 
mediate consumption, but they have not a 
full stock on hand, as is usual at this time 
of the year. Large sales of buth wheat and 
flour for export have been reported within 
the last two weeks. The stock on hand in 
the markets of Europe is unusually small 
for the fall season, and there will be a con- 
tinual demand on the stock in this country 
until the South American crop comes in in 
the spring.”’

cap the climax, how- 
ever, city mills reduced 
all grades of flour 25c on Wednesday. This 
naturally accentuated the dullness and put a 
quietus on all business for the time being, 
though most of the outside mills have made 
little or no change in quotations, preferring 
to ignore the local decline where it conflict- 
ed with the course of wheat. City mills 
aim to follow and not lead, and this is why 
so many of their changes seem to be on the 
turn of the market. ‘They run their whole- 
sale trade differently, bet when it comes to 
their jobbing demand, they generally try to 
make it bot for all competitors. Flour 
ought to be in better request pretty soon if 
we are to feed the ten million or more sav- 
ages which we have taken under our wing, 
but up to now and as far as this market is 
concerned, only an occasional car can be 
sold and that on the closest possible terms 
notwithstanding the improvement in wheat’

The transactions of the week in flour were 
few and far between, being confined chiefly 
if not wholly to car lots of spring patent, at 
$3.60@3.75; sprifg clear, at $2.90; winter 
patent, at $3.60@3.75; winter straight, at 
$3.25@3.40; winter clear, at $3.10@3.25, and 
winter extra, at $2.55@3. A sale ef spring 
second clear was iade at $2.25 in wood.

Rumors of cut rates are flying 
through the air, concerning which some of 
the northwestern mills are very solicitous, 
with the view of getting their finger in the 
pie. City mills report a very quiet trade 
both at home and abroad, end a weekly out- 
put of about 10,800 bbls. Rio extra is nom- 
inally unchanged, but dull, at the subjoined 
quotations. Clearances of flour for the week 
were 138,385 bbls; receipts, also destined for 
shipment principally, 158,124 bbls.

Wheat was irregular and inactive, closing 
today 3<c lower on cash and December, and 
lc on January than the figures of last Sat- 
urday. Cash wheat is 44c up from the bot- 
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tom and now only %c under January, as 
ons lc below a week ago. Receipts and 
clearances large, and stocks show a decrease 
of 155,193 bus. Cables, as a rule, were 
quiet and steady, yet from all accounts they 
brought fair workable orders for wheat dai- 
ly. he export demand is pronounced good 
by some and flat by others, but the larger 
shippers seem to be doing a satisfactory 
business in all kinds of grain right along. 
Of course everybody is still busy with old 
contracts; and until these are cleaned up 
which should be the case by the middle of 
the month, new business will be necessarily 
restricted, particularly as the elevators are 
already taxed to their full working capaci- 
ty, and as there is still quite an accumula- 
tion of stuff .on track waiting to be un- 
loaded. With this embargo lifted and out 
of the way, however, exporters will be free 
to resume their efforts with vigor, as re- 
gards both buying in the west and selling 
abroad. In fact, in anticipation of relief, 
it is claimed that some of our exporters 
bought considerable grain this week in the 
west and at Chicago to come forward, pre- 
sumably on cut rates, and the presence of 
so many visitors from the interior in the 
last few days certainly adds force to the 
claim.

Freight engagements for the week were 
moderate, and included both berth room 
and steamers, chiefly the latter and mainly 
for coarse grain. Steamers for picked ports 
at 3s 6d probably received the most atten- 
tion. Millers have been light buyers, owing 
to the limited demand for flour. Specula- 
tion here on wheat is still bullish, though 
somewhat disappointed and disgruntled at 
prices not soaring as a result of the light 
December deliveries. In brief, everybody 
has got a little wind against the light stocks 
at Minneapolis, Chicago, New York and 
Liverpool, and ‘‘can*t understand why the 
stuff won't goup.’’

Baltimore accepts Boston’s apology for 
being a little premature in announcing the 
official decision in the load-line controversy. 

E. B. White, a retired grain exporter, 
passed through Baltimore yesterday on his 
way to Virginia, where he is engaged in ad- 
vanced farming and milling. 

G. F. Comegys of St. Louis, representing 
the E. O. Stanard Milling Co., was in Bal- 
timore this week talking his firm’s hard 
wheat flour, winter and spring. 

E. O. Boyd of Louis Muller & Co., grain 
receivers and exporters, had the misfortune 
this week to lose his mother, who died last 
Sunday evening, after a lingering illness. 

The stock of flour here on Dec. 1, exclu- 
sive of that held by the city mills, was re- 
ported at 46,658 bbls, against 41,437 bbls a 
inonth ago, and 50,728 bbls on Dec. 1, 1897. 

Gaze on the shipments from Baltimore 
this week: 138,385 bbls flour, 772,683 bus 
wheat, 1,064,777 bus corn and 72,857 bus rye, 
or equivalent in the aggregate to more than 
2,500,000 bus! Still the market goes down. 

The wife of William F. Wheatley, secre- 
tary of the Chamber of Commerce, whose 
illness was noted in this correspondence 
last week, died this morning. The sympa- 
thy of the entire trade goes out to Mr. 
Wheatley in his great distress. 

As the result of a bet on the wheat mar- 
ket, H. S. Belt, millers’ agent, received yes- 
terday from W. M. Powell, wholesale gro- 
cer, a cigar twelve inches long and three 
inches thick, nicely decorated with a bow 
of pink ribbon. This gives Mr. Belt all he 
wants to pull on until after the hoildays. 

A millers’ agent rushed on ‘Change the 
other day and said, ‘‘I’ve just sold 2,000 
bbls!’? After the boys were through con- 
gratulating him on his great achievement, 
he informed them that they were empty 
barrels, sold to the city mills for an outside 
concern in view of the local coopers’ strike. 

Among the visitors on ’Change here this 
week were F. R. Hammesfahr, Antwerp; 
H. W. Busch, Copenhagen; G. F. Comegys, 
St. Louis; W. I. Brocklehurst, Philadel- 
phia; W. H. Merritt, H. D. Wetmore and 

. L. Goemann, Chicago; Carl Walsoe, 
Copenhagen; J. F. Carroll, Greenville, Ill. ; 
D. McD. Dixon, New York; E. J. Wade, 
London. 

Quernmore, the latest acquisition to the 
Jobnston Line, arrived here last Saturday 
on her maiden trip. She is a four-masted 
steel steamer, 500 feet long, with a width of 
52 feet, 3 inches, and a depth of hold of 38 
feet. She has four decks in the hold and 
two upper cattle-decks, and her cargo ca- 
pacity is 9,000 tons. She made the trip 
from Liverpool in eleven days, and her 
guaranteed speed per hour is fourteen knots. 
The Quernmore is equipped with all modern 
conveniences and appliances, and is the 
largest steamship in the Baltimore and Liv- 
erpool fleet. Patterson, Ramsy & Co., 
agents of the Johnston Line, are naturally 
well pleased with this splendid addition to 
their facilities.

The flour business 
bas its regular routine 
to go through year 
after year, more or 
less monotonous except 
when relieved by excit- 
ing corners in wheat. 
It bas its ups and 
downs, its periods of 
activity and dullness, 
of good margins and 
overcrowded markets paying no profits to 
the millers. The last-named condition is 
the stage now reached. The unsettled con- 
dition of prices and the feeling of uncer- 
tainty as to yield and quality, which always 
accompanies the advent of a new crop, is 
now past. Values are established, and both 
the maker of flour and the consumer knows 
to a fraction how much the grain costs. 
The buyers are making their bids to the 
sellers, and are always tinding some miller 
willing to sell his product at a little lower 
price. Consequently the market is depressed 
and most unsatisfactory to the manufactur- 
ers of flour. At present the buyers dictate, 
but they will wake up some day soon and 
find that the miller who had been selling 
therm flour below cost has exhausted his 
little stock of wheat; they will find that the 
interior millers have ground out the grain 
raised near their mill doors and must ship 
in wheat. Prices are now at a low ebb, and 
can hardly escape advancing. 

¥* * 

Flour trade withal is quiet. To be gure, 
the trade carrying a certain mill brand for 
retail buys steadily of that particular flour, 
but the jobbing trade as a whole is unwill- 
ing to pay the millers a_ profit for their 
product. New England trade is dull on 
New York State flour; $3.50@3.60 for 
straights. delivered Boston, is about the 
ruling price, and is lower than it can be 
manufactured for and delivered there. Just 








now things are at a standstill, but soon the 
demand will begin again, and after a bit 
the jobbers will ask for flour instead of the 
millers pesing with them to help keep 
their mills running. 
a 

Fulton’s mills are running about half time. 
The closing week of canal navigation 
brought five loads of wheat to the mills 
here, and shipments of flour via the barges 
to canal points were heavier than usual in 
anticipation of the close. Local grain is 
now being held back by the farmers urtil 
sleighing and no wheat of any consequence 
is reaching this market from the surround- 
ing country. The scarcity of buckwheat 
seriously handicaps the dealers in that ce- 
real, and buckwheat flour is quoted about 
$40 per ton, bulk, f. o. 'b. the mills, with 
every prospect of rapid advance. We wouid 
not be surprised to see higher buckwheat 
flour this season than for many years past, 
despite the comparatively low value of wheat 
flour. After the limited stocks of buck- 
wheat which the millers now hold are ex- 
hausted, we hardly know where they will 
look to replenish. There seems to be no 
buckwheat in the country.

Feed orders are numerous and liberal, es- 
pecially for meal and ground feed before 
new corn is worked into the product. Oats 
are scarce; the dealers now paying 30c, but 
securing only small lots, much of which is 
stained and light. Bran is quoted $14 f. o. 
b. the mills; middlings about $15; patents, 
$4@4.20; straights, $38.60@3.80; clears, $3.20 
@3.40.

Our flour market is greatly depressed. No 
import orders are being given by any one. 
Most of the flour coming to this port is for 
account of two or three concerns who are 
virtually working in partnership with the 
Spanish officials. The flour is either mani- 
fested at half its weight or as in most cases, 
is passed as chalk or any other article 
which pays hardly any duties. Of 
course the rest of the importers, who are not 
on such good terms with the cust«ms offi- 
cials, ure at a great disadvantage and cau- 
not afford to receive flour having to pay the 
full duty of $4.75 per 100 kilos (221 pounds) 
plus 20 per cent war tax. The consequence 
is that all the representatives of American 
manufacturers are doing absolutely nuthing. 
waiting fer the day when the customs will 
be managed by the United States authori- 
ties. . 
Corruption among the Spanish officials is 
more rampant than ever. They seem to 
have adopted to their ‘‘line of business’’ 
the popular saying of the United States of 
‘*Time is money.’’ All this is natural when 
one considers that pone of the employees of 
the Spanish government in Cuba have been 
paid for the last teu months. 

Even the army which has defended the 
honor and integrity of Spain’s sovereignty 
in Cuba for over three years, is being sent 
home, not only sick and completely worn 
out, but not eyen with the hope of receiving 
what the government owes it. Nowhere in 
the world, I believe, has there existed such 
a corrupt administration in all the branches 
of governinent as in Cuba. So that even 
those Spaniards who were the most rabid 
for the continuation of the statu quo are 
today impatient to see the authority of the 
United States established all over the island. 
They realize now, though rather late, that 
Spain alone is to blame for all the misfor- 
tunes she | as suffered within the last three 
or fou: years, and in consequence are re- 
signed to the new conditions confronting 
them. It sounds strange to hear them com- 
plaining against the United States govern- 
ment for prolonging the existing state of 
affairs. How different it was ten months ago! 

It seems definitely settled now that ‘‘Old 
Glory’’ will be raised on Morro Castle on 
Jan. 1. The Cuban population, as well as 
the increased American colony, is making 
great preparations for that grand day. All 
the Cuban seforitas are sewing, making 
flags, both Cuban and American, to decorate 
their balconies and winduws. The enthusi- 
asin promises to be great indeed. 

Captain General Blanco has already re- 
signed and will sail for Spain on Dee. 3 to- 
gether with all his staff officers. The auton- 
omist government, the colonial cabinet, as 
it is called, also tendered its resignation. 
The Madrid government has appointed Gen- 
eral Jimenez Castellanos to take control of 
the government until Jan. 1, when he is to 
make the formal suriender of the Island of 
Cuba to the representatives of the United 
States. 
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The evacuation is proceeding very rapidly 
now, so that there will remain very few 
Spanish soldiers in Havara province by 
first of the year. With this accomplished 
and the new schedule of duties detinitely 
known, business will improve considerably 
and a new era for Cuba will have begun.

KEELY. 


Scientist or Impostor? 


For a quarter of a century the name of 
John W. Keely bas been familiar in two 
continents, and now the inventor of the 
Keely motor, the self-styled discoverer of a 
new force, is dead. His secret, if he had 
one, dies with him. There is now as little 
real knowledge of what it is as when it was 
tirst announced. No other enterprise ever 
enlisted so much capital without showing 
more substantial reasons for investing in it. 
No other man bas evér baffled the scientist, 
the financier and the student of hunian 
nature as did Juobn W. Keely. 

During the quarter of a century which 
preceded his death recently, many things 
have come to pass. Other men have ac- 
complished wonders in the realins of science 
and invention. But John W. Keely paid 


little attention to the march of progress, 


‘Only wait,’’ he said. ‘‘My litework is 
nearly completed. I shall revolutionize the 
world. But I need more money!’’ 

And into the hungry maw of the Keely 
motor would go more thousands. and hun- 
dreds of thousands, and the dingy little 
workshop in Philadelphia, so closely guard- 
ed, would be the Mecca of the investigator 
and the investor. And the wheels would go 
round. Many men paid dearly to see the 
wheels go round, nor stopped to consider 
that the world was moving away from them. 

But he claimed to have the secret of per- 
petual motion, and he took good care tu 
keep it to himself. Even the courts could 
not extract it from him. The secret con- 
stituted, so far as any one knew, the entire 
property of which Keely was the treasurer, 
and even the company formed to exploit 
his supposed invention bas never been able 
to wrest it from him. 

If Keely was a humbug pure and simple, 
he was the most plausible humbug and the 
most industrious one I ever met. He was 
endowed with the physique of a giant and a 
marvellous energy and vitality. Six feet or 
more in height, with a herculean frame, he 
was in appearance, at least, a man born for 
great things. His swarthy face, with its 
heavy growth of black beard and mustache, 
was the very embodiment of an artist’s ideal 
of self-reliance and great strength of char- 
acter. And every ounce of this tremendous 
force of vitality and energy seemed to be di- 
rected toward the achievement of his pur- 
pose. 

In every respect was Keely a remarkable 
man. Hebad been a musician, an Indian 
fighter. on the plains, a circus performer 
and a sleight of band artist. He was born 
in Philadelpbia in 1837. His father’s par- 
ents were German and French, his mother’s 
were English and Swedish. His grandfather 
was a composer and a leader of an orchestra 
in Baden-Baden. His father was an iron- 


- worker. 


John W. Keely drifted into mechanics, 
and in 1874 he announced that he had an 
engine that would go of its own accord. 
Some promivent New Yorkers took Keely 
seriously enough to raise $100,000 and form 
a company to put his motor on the market. 
Keely spent $10,000 of this paying his debts 
and $60,000 building a worthless ‘‘motor.’’ 
Ip 1888 he was committed to jail for con- 
tempt of court for refusing to explain to a 
committee of experts the working of his 
machine. Mrs. Bloomfield Moore, who bad 
literary and scientific tastes, had a-faith in 
Keely bordering on fanaticism, and spent 
something like $100,000 on him. 

All his work was done in the little shop in 
Twentieth street. Entrance was made from 
the street through a large door into a roum 
in which was a carpenter's work bench, 
some powerful winches and an assortment 
of tools, and on one side was an immense 
box, bound witb iron bands, with a cover so 
heavy that tackle was arranged above it for 
lifting it. It was closed and padlocked, 
and was said to contain machinery not in 


use. 

Keely had for his audience in the little 
shop one night Col. John Hamilton, an or 
dinance expert of the artillery branch of the 
service; Lieutenant Michaelis and Lieut. 
E. L. Zalinski, all of the United States 
army. The last named was then busily en- 
gaged in the study of pneumatics, which 
subsequently resulted in his development of 
the pneumatic dynamite gun—the type of 
weapon from which the Vesuvius last sum- 
mer hurled her earthquakes at Santiago’s 
forts. 

Among the other experiments shown that 
evening was Keely’s surprising feat of rais- 
ing a 700-lb weight at the long end of a 
six-foot lever with a one-inch fulcrum. He 
professed to accomplish this by simply con- 
necting his generator with a small piston 
acting on the lever. Lieutenant Zaliuski 
looked the lever and the weight over care- 
fully, and then asked Keely w 
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thought the force of the etheric vapor would 
be porate enough to raise the long arm 
of lever with the added weight of the 
lieutenant’s manly form bed upon it. 

Keely good naturedly ght he could do 
the trick quite easily. So Zalinski climbed 
up on the end of the lever, finding a foot- 
hold on the great iron weight and teetered 
there, smilingly balancing himself in mid- 
air. Keely turned a few stop cocks. Then 
there was a slight sound in the generator 
and up shot the long arm of the lever witb 
such force as to burl the lieutenant up 
among the cobwebs in the rafters almost as 
omeny as Zalinski‘s gun now hurls its 

readed earthquakes. 

The late Dr. Joseph Leidy, of the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania, spent a great deal of 
time in Keely’s workshop, and Keely er 
a great deal of him. At one time Dr. Leidy 
was accompanied by the late Dr. William 
Pepper, former provost of the university 
and James Wilcox. After witnessing a num- 
ber of experiments, Dr, Leidy said: 

‘‘Gentlemen, we ought to establish a lab- 
oratory for Mr. Keely at the University of 
Pennsylvania, with every possible appli- 
ance, and give him all the aid in our pow- 
er.’’ 

Dr. Pepper replied: ‘‘Dr. Leidy, you are 
mistaken. You cannot tp this man. Nor 
can apy one on earth help him. He was 
born for this work, and must work it out 
for himself.’’ . 

For twenty-five years Keely either tried to 
do this in all sincerity, or succeeded in con- 
vincing his believers that he was trying to 
do it. Now he is dead, and the world doesn't 
a to think about it.—New York

WISCONSIN LAW. 





For the last few weeks a number of mill- 
ers in Minnesuta who are doing business in 
Wisconsin have shown some anxiety in re- 
gard to the workings of the new Jaw in Wis- 
consin, passed by the last legislature of that 
state, which, in its wisdom, revised the re- 
vised statutes relative to companies outside 
of the state doing business within the state. 
The revision went into effect the first day of 
last September. The new law, section 1770b 
of chapter 85, of the statutes of 1897, reads, 
in part, as follows: 

‘No corporation, joint stock company, 
express company, or common law partner- 
ship incorporated or organized otherwise 
than under the laws of this state * * * 
shall transact business or acquire, hold or 
dispose of property in this state, until such 
association, company, partnership or corpo- 
ration shall have caused to be filed in the 
office of the secretary of state a duly authen- 
ticated copy of its charter, articles of asso- 
ciation or incorporation, or of co-partner- 
sbip, and all amendments thereto which 
may be made while it shall coutinue to do 
business therein. * * * For filing such 
articles every such association, company, 
corporation or partnership shall pay the sec- 
retary of state $25, and for amendments 
thereto $10.’’ 

The penalty for the first offense in not ob- 
serving the law is $500, and for subsequent 
offenses, not less thun $1,000 each. The act 
provides that when any company or corpo- 
ration files its articles, the secretary of state 
becomes the attorney of the company or cor- 
poration, and that ‘‘he may be served with 
summons in civil actions, the service to be 
the same as if it were had direct on mem- 
bers of foreign firms.’’ 

Up to Nov. 1 less than 150 corporations 
and one partnership, had complied with the 
law, and some of these under protest. So 
far as learned, no milling companies have 
as yet done so. Several Minneapolis millers 
were seen last week by a_ representative of 
this journal, and none of them had taken 
any notice of the law, nor intend to. 

The jobbers and commission men of Min- 
neapolis and St. Paul have not complied 
with the law, and their associations have 
combined to oppose it. The Jobbers & Man- 
ufacturers’ Association, Minneapolis, and 
the Minneapolis branch of the National 
League of Commission Merchants, and the 
St. Paul Jobbers’ Union, in their assem- 
blies, have decided, as soon as any action 
is taken by the state of Wisconsin against 
any of their members; to make a test case 
of the law’s constitutionalilty. On Dee 13, 
the Jobbers & Manufacturers’ Association 
of Minneapolis will meet, at 11 o’clock 
a. m., at their rooms in the Kasota block, 
to discuss the obnoxious law. The asso- 
ciation would be glad of the support of mill- 
ers doing business in Wisconsin, and mill- 
ers might find it to their advantage to codp- 
erate with the association. R. T. McAdam, 
secretary, with office in the Kasota block, 
can be addressed for detailed particulars of 
the association's proceedings. 

It has been privately hinted that no one 
doing business in Wisconsin without baving 
complied with the law, will be disturbed be- 
fore the first of the new year. After that 
there are likely to be some actions brought 
unless meanwhile the attorney generul of 
Wisconsin decides that it is hardly worth 
the trouble.

‘*We found flour trade seasonably dull last 
week. Feed is in strong demand. The 
wheat movement has been very light, but 
expect it will be more free this month.’’ 

David Stott, Detroit: ‘‘Sales of flour both 
to foreign and domestic markets last week 
were a difficult matter, especially at a profit, 
as most offers were scarcely cost of wheat 
without anything for manufacturing. We 
sold a large lot of bran for export at satis- 
factory prices. ’’ 

R. J. Hamilton, White Pigeon: ‘‘The 
demand for flour last week was very light. 
Sold a little for eastern markets, but noth- 
ing for export. Dealers are holding back 
anticipating lower prices for flour. while 
farmers continue to hold their wheat for 
higher values. Feed is strong with pros- 
pect of prices advancing. ’’ 

Brand & Hardin, Saginaw: ‘‘Flour trade 
continued dull Jast week, though we booked 
a few cars for eastern shipment. Feed is in 
good demand at a slight advance and all 
being taken locally. The feature of the 
week has been the large amount of wheat 
received from farmers, which will probably 
continue as long as the roads remain good.’’ 

F. Thoman & Bro., Lansing: ‘‘We found 
the flour market a little quiet last week, not 
being able to meet the views of foreigners 
on values. The deliveries of wheat by farm- 
ers’ hands were very large for the week. as 
the roads were in the best of condition. 
The ground is covered with a light snow. 
Wheat in the ground is looking very well. 
Feed is in great demand and bringing good 
prices.’’ 

Regarding the bean situation in Michigan, 
which crop exerts an important influence 
ou the general market, O. S. Morrison, ed- 
itor of the Detroit Market Report, writes: 
‘*We believe that the bean crop in this state 
proved larger than the low estimates made 
early in the season. It is probably two- 
thirds the size of the 1897 crop, with the 
quality better. We believe that many 1897 
beans were carried over.’’ 

Albion Milling Co, Albion: ‘‘We made 
a fullrun for the week, with sales equal to 
output, but at very close figures and mostly 
domestic. Wheat receipts continue light 
and will unless there is an improvement in 
values. Flour ought to bea safe purchase 
at present prices. It is a good thing that 
trade is buying hand to mouth on present 
deliveries of winter wheat, as otherwise 
winter wheat mills would have to force 1e- 
ceipts and then be ina hole. Feed trade is 
brisk.”’ 

R. H. Henkel, secretary Commercial 
Milling Co., Detroit: ‘‘The flour market is 
beginning to assume a holiday tone. Do- 
mestic orders are more scarce than they 
have been for some months back. Export 
trade is also quiet. We are still running 
full time, but hope to clean up so that we 
ean take our inventory and shut down for 
repairs the last week of this month. Feed 
is still in strong demand and we are largely 
oversold. Wheat is plentiful in Michigan 
and will be this year, as we have had. 
bumper crop both in quality and quantity.’’ 

Bela W. Jenks, J. Jenks & Co., Sand 
Beach: ‘‘The domestic flour trade last week 
was better than for some time. Were not, 
however, able to do any foreign trade, ow- 
ing to the low prices offered. Good demand 
for feed at 25c advance. Deliveries of wheat 
were good for the week, as the roads were 
some better; they are getting to be about 
as large as we need for daily use. Price 68c. 
Farmers are dis to sell only a moder- 
ate amount of their wheat, thinking perhaps 
later on prices will be better; but we look 
for fairly good deliveries until after the first 
of the year.’’ 

J. E, Stevens, manager Marshall Roller 
Mills, Marshall: ‘‘The flour trade for a 
week or ten days both east and south, has 
been extremely quiet; in fact, there has 
been no demand to speak of. The market 
is apparently heavily stocked with flour and 
buyers are all looking for lower prices, tak- 
ing only limited quantities at prices below 
actual cost. There was a much heavier de- 
livery of wheat from farmers daring the 





week than at any time since harvest. The 
demand for feed is active, with a slight im- 
poonemese in prices. The price of wheat 
as ranged at an average of 67c,** 
Voigt Milling Co., Grand Rapids: ‘‘No 
material change in the milling situation 


- here. The five mills all keep going, but 


wheat is not plentiful at present. The roads 
are not the it; so farmers’ deliveries are 
very small. At outside stations, we find the 
movement very irregular. Some get more 
than usual at this time of the year, while 
others get hardly anything. However, as 
tax time is near at hand, and with fair 
roads, we expect a big movement. The de- 
mand for flour is not as good as it was and 
we are nearing the dull season incident to 
the holidays.

BUENOS AIRES.

The weather continues most propitious for 
the wheat crop and reports from all sides 
continue favorable. Rain has fallen dur- 
ing the past fortnight and has done much 
good. The cold snap has passed away and 
it is now bright and warm. The frosts nat- 
urally did some damage, but I was info med 
a few days ago by a leading wheat merchant 
in Rosario that the frosts in that district 
had done more good than barm, as they 
had helped to thin the wheat which was 
coming up too thick. In some parts around 
Buenos Aires the plant has been affected, as 
can be seen by the yellow color at the foot 
of the stalk. Flax is doing badly and the 
crop will be a very meager one; frosts and 
drouth have done their work well.

Locusts are about in swarms all over the 
wheat belt, but the cold weather has helped 
to facilitate their destruction. So far the 
young hoppers have not made their appear- 
ance, but they will not be long in doing so, 
now that the warm weather is setting in. 
A few days ago a large cloud of locusts 
swept over Buenos Aires and settled in the 
principal Plaza, but a southerly wind soon 
sent them away again. The quintas in the 
suburbs are suffering considerable and much 
damage is being done to fruit and vegeta- 
bles. Our new minister of agriculture is 
hard at work organizing his departinent, 
but we need not look for any official notices 
ubout the crops until next season, as it will 
take a long time to get everything into 
working order.

There is no doubt but that we were all bad- 
ly out in the last wheat estimate, say about 
33 per cent, for it is impossible to. believe 
that farmers continue to hold on to their 
stocks. At the present rate it is absolutely 
impossible to export wheat to Europe thut 
would be suitable, for it is quoted in Ro- 
sario at $7.40 per 100 kilos, and with gold 
at 142 per cent this brings it to $3.05 per 100 
kilos, or say about 834c gold per bu. We 
have not exported any wheat to Europe for 
about three months and all we are doing is 
in smal) lots tu Brazil, at prices far above 
those ruling for Europe. Only the best 
wheat is sent to Brazil and there appears to 
be plenty of that left in the country. Bue- 
nos Aires millers are paying about $9 for 
really good stuff and find plenty at that rate, 
although a few days ago 20c higher was re- 
fused for a very superior lot. The flour ex- 
port trade has been quiet during the past 
weeks, with no demand from Brazil. 

* 

From the Cape I hear that we are overdo- 
ing the maize market by sending too many 
cargoes, although it is satisfactory to note 
that all are arriving in good condition. 
Their wheat reports are satisfactory, so we 
shall not export any wheat there this season. 

Forward chartering is already commenc- 
ing for the wheat cargoes and the rates so 
far are 21s up river, for orders, January, 
February and March loading. A rise in 
rates is shortly expected. 

Exchange continues very high and is 
quoted at 48 5-16d for 90-day bills on Lon- 
doa. The gold premium continues to de- 
cline and it will not come as a surprise if it 
falls below 140. 

The market closes guiet in general and we 
are all looking out for a good wheat bar- 
vest, but -with the present rate of gold the 
farmers are going to have a bad time of it.

The sale of barrels by five shops last week 
represented the consumption of about 330,- 
0v0 patent coiled hoops and 291,00) hickory. 
The sixth shop uses practically no hickory 
hoops. 

For the week ended Dec. 8 flour-barrel 
stock was unloaded at Minneapolis by five 
shop as follows: Elm staves, 25 cars; head- 
ing, 9; coiled elm hoops, 10; hickory 
hoops, 6. 

At least two of the big milling companies 
here expect to use barrels at a heavy rate 
from this, and some apprehension has been 
expressed about the shops being able to sup- 
ply them fast enough. 

The shop managers are understood to have 
held a meeting last week to consider the 
matter of an advance in the price of barrels, 
but that nothing came of it. With stock 
scarce and advancing, they see no other 
course to adopt than to ask more for flour 
barrels.

The Pillsbury shops had the best of 
the situation, but it is a question if that will 
be the case this week. The make practically 
offset the sales. For the current week there 
is rather an improved outlook. Beside the 
fact that. the mills are running stronger, 
they are likely to take more barrels in pro- 
portion than sacks, as some of them are 
accumulating flour at Buffalo, and wooden 
packages are requi for that purpose. 
With cheap freights, the mills are liable to 
run heavier than in other winters, and this 
presages a larger consumption of barrels.

Barrel stock, while very strong, is not very 
active. A limited number of elm flour bar- 
rel staves could probably be bought at $6.50 
per M, and some coopers, with the promis- 
ing outlook for barrels, seem to be alert for 
opportunities to secure additional supplies 
at favorable prices. Handlers, however, are 
firm in their views, and inclined to advance 
asking prices as fast as the situation will 
warrant. Heading is scarce and strong, 
with considerable inquiry, especially from 
the country. Prices, however, are not well 
defined. Quotations probably range from 
414@41¢c per set. according to the degree of 
pressure upon the buyer for quick shipment. 
Patent hoops are a shade stronger, perbaps, 
as old lots that have been on the market at 
$6.25 per M have been pretty well cleaned 
up.

Should the proposed consolidation of the 
four large milling companies in Minneapo- 
lis with those of Superior-Duluth, Milwau- 
kee and New York be consummated, it isa 
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question how the local barrel business would 
be affected. There is the possibility that the 
trade of the different mills as now distrib- 
uted might be very materially changed and 
that a new management might encourage 
more demoralizing competition among the 
barrel makers. However, the scheme has 
not yet been worked through, and while in- 
terested parties claim the consolidation is a 
certainty, well-informed men consider its 
realization most improbable.

Mich., is no longer 
engaged in the barrel stock business. His 
health failed nearly two years ago, and he 
was from that cause compelled to close out 
is interests in the stock business. 

Milwaukee correspondence: E. R. Still- 
man & Co. report that barrel stock is ad- 
vancing and that if it continues. prices of 
barrels will have to be advanced. Elm flour 
staves are held at $6.50@7 per, and flour 
heading at 444@5c per set. This firm is re- 
ceiving from 27c tu 30c for barrels and it is 
having all it can do to fill its contracts. 

Kansas City. Mo., correspondence: ‘‘The 
demand for flour barrels has been rather 
light this week, and trade in other packages 
only fair. Coopers here and in the country 
report trade generally quiet. Prices of stock

mand. No sales are reported at better than 
$21, but more than that figure probably 
could be realized on stock of the best qvali- 
ty. Pork staves are quoted at $15@16. Tierce 
hoops are strong at $12@13 avd pork hoops

Prices on heading are firm, tierce being 
held at 15@151ge a set and pork at 18c. 


Hickory flour barrel hoops are in good de- 
mand at prices ranging from $4.50 to $5. 
Elm staves are scarce and sell readily at $6. 
Flour barre] heading is quoted here at 4@ 
il¢e per set. 

The commission appointed by the United 
States and Canada to adjust reciprocity re- 
lations between the two countries, has late- 
ly, in its sessions at Washington, been giv- 
ing serious consideration to the question of 
admitting Canadian lumber and other tim- 
ber products into the United States free of 
duty. The Canadian members are repre- 
sented to have energetically and ably com- 
bated the claim that it costs $2 per M, the 
amount of the present duty, less to produce 
lumber in Canada than in this country. 
The Canadians coutend that the only logic- 
al basis on which equitable trade relations 
can be established between the two coun- 
tries is by placing lumber on the free list. 
The data adduced are understood to have 
made a marked impression upon our com- 
missioners. If the action indicated were 
taken, barrel stock would doubtless consti- 
tute one of the products affected by the 
change. 

Baltimore correspondence: ‘‘The coopers 
of Baltimore struck for higher wages on 
Nov. 16. They were getting &c for making 
poplar barrels and %¢ for oak when they quit 
work, but being dissatisfied with these rates, 
they struck for 10c and 12c, respectively. 
Their employers offered to compromise the 
matter at the beginning of the trouble by 
agreting. to pay them an advance of le per 
barre), or 9¢ for poplar barrels and 10c for 
oak, but while this proposition was at first 
refused, it has since been decided to accept 
it and end the strike as soon as possible. 
There are about eighty slack barrel coopers 
in Baltimore, and the majority of these are 
engaged in making flour barrels for the city 


mills. This necessarily means limited and 
irregular work, as the mills are packing 
scarcely 25 per cent of their product in 


wood, owing to the larger and ever-increas- 
ing demand for flour in sacks. As a day’s 
work of the average cooper is fourteen to 
fifteen barrels, it will be seen that there is 
no fortune in the business, even at the rate 
now in vogue. The strike lasted about two 
weeks and the inen were all very glad to re 
sume work at the compromise. It is not cer- 


tain that even this modest gain in wages 
will be tnaintained, however, since the boss 
coopers have raised the price of barrels 2 


to offset the extra le allowed their men,
